Efter Fothad, succeedit Biscbope Kellsch. 

Efter Kellach, succeedit Bischope Malliseus quha was Bi»- 
chope aucht geiris. 

£fter MalliseuB, succeedit Bischope Kellach the Secund, the 
sone of Ferdlag and this was the first Bischope that gud to 
Rome for confermatiouu, and efter his confermatioun he livit 
xxxT geiris.

And eft«r thame succeedit Turgotus, Pryor of Durham, 
and was Bischope about seuin ^eiris, and was coafessor to 
Qa^ Margarett. 

Efdr the death of Turgotus, Bischope of St. Andrews, 
sometime Piyour of Durhame, and confessor to St. Margaret, 
Edmood ane munck of Canterberrie, was cbo^ Bischope in 
anno 1117, bot he schortlie renuncit the warld to the cloister 
in the regoe of King Alexander the First 

Efter quhom was choisin Robart the Abbot of Scone, in 
anno 11S2, during the regne of Alexander the First King 
of Scotland, quha come to the toun of St. Andrews and thair 
erectit the samyn in ane frie citie, with all privileges belong- 
ing thairto, and gave the lands callit the Bairis riue, vnto tbe 
channonis of Sanct Andrews, againis the Biscfaopes will, he 
opoining himselfe thairto: at quhat tyme also the King gaife 
the sait of St. Andrewes the privel^^ee of Regalitie with gryt 
BWflireness, quhilk was Darid tbe First King of Scotland. 
This Bischope Robert was consecrate be the Archbiscbope 
of York, making protestatioun that it sould na wayis 
preiudge the liberties of the Kirk of Scotland, quha ac- 
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knovledgit aa other superior in spiritual thingis bot the 
Bishope of Rom : He vaa Bischope 34 ^eiris, he departit 
this lyfe ia anno 1150, in the regne of King Malcolme the 
Fourt, the Maiden. 

To faim succeedit, Arnoldus Abbot of Caico, quho was 
Bischope onlie ane geir, 10 monthis and . . . days. 

To him did eucceid Richart, King Malcome the Mudens 
Ch^plaine, about the year 1163. He vae consecrat at St 
Andrews, be the Bischopes of the Eingdome vpoun Palme 
Sunday the 28 of .... He departit this lyfe the 6 of May 
11T7, in the regne of King William. 

To quhom succeidit, Hugo, chaiplain to King William, in 
anno 1177, he was Bischope 10 seiris, 10 months, aod he 
deit in Itallie, sex mylis from the Toun of Rom, the 4 of 
August 1188. 

To him succeedit lU^rus, filius Comitis, in anno 1189, 
and was consecrat be Richart Bischope of Murray, he was 
Bischope 13 ^eiris and ane halfe. He deceisit at Cambusken< 
neth, the 2 of July In anno 1802, he was burreit in the 
Auld Kirk of Sanct Andrews. 

To him succeedit, William, Bischope of Glasgow, an man 
of ane giyt spirit, he tuik Dumfermling, the wicarage of 
Campsie, and addit to St. Andrewes. He deceissit in anuo 
1S38, after he had been Biechope 35 ^eiris, he was burreit 
in the New Kirk of the Abbay of St. Andrews. 

To him succeedit Dauid Baimhame, gryt Chalmerlane of 

Scotland, he was consecrat be the Bischopis of he 

tuik 7 Kirkis frome Istur to St Andrews, qubilkis Kirkis 
war foundit be King William. He deceessit by the com- 
moun sort, anno 1253. 

To him AbelldeGuIen succeedit, he was ane Roman borne, 
he was ane gnid Philoeopher, and ane Doctor of the Cannon 
Law, he was onlie Bischope 10 months and 9 oulks. He de- 
ceisit anno 1254, he was bureit befoir the hei Altar is the 
Abbay Kirk of St. Andrews. 
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To him Gulielmus Cancellarius succeedit, be was electit 
IB the tyme of king Alexander the 2, he deit in anno 1S71. 

To bim GulielmuB Wischart succeedit, he biggit op ye 
vast part of the Abbay Kirk, quhilk vas blawin doun be ana 
gryt wood. He was Bischope 7 geiris, be was burreit befoir 
ye heid Altar in the Abbay Kirk, anno 1279- 

To him Gulielmua Freasser succeedit, he vas Bischope 
18 ^eiris and 15 dayis : he fleed the tirranie of king Edward, 
Longschanks, and past to France and deit thair, his heart 
was brocht in Scotland and was burreit in the south wall of 
the Abbay of the Kirk. He deceesit anno ISQG, at the tyme 
William Wallace put all the Inglische men ont of Scotland. 

To him Gulieltnus Lamliertoun succeedit, he addit to the 
Bisehoprik, Monymeill and Dairsie, and terras Muscardie, 
Monymusk, Lintoun, and Laswad, and Castoun in WeddeL 
He was Bischope 30 ^eir ; be deceisit anno 1328, he was 
bnriet in the north wall of the Abbay Eirke in ane sumptuous 
tolm. 

To him Jacobul Beane, Archidiaconus, succeedit. He 
was Biechope i seiris. he crouned king Dauid Bruce. He 
flead alswa ye terranie of Ingliemen, and fled in Flanders 
and deit thair, and was bureit in ane Monesterie, besyide 
Bni^s, anno 1330. 

To him Gulielmus Bell succeidit, Decaniis de Dunkell, 
hot he rang not long, for he was ane Channoun of that 
sam Monestrie anno 1343. Efter thb tyme the Biscfat^rick 
vaikit ten ^eir. Efter ten geris, Gulielmus LandeBs succeed- 
it, ane verrie guid man, and leamit, he deceisit anno 137S. 

To him WalteruB Traill succeedit, he was consecrat be 
Pope Clement, be was lisallie descendit of Marie Countess 
of Bolleo^ie, dochter to king Malcolm -Canmoir, and Queen 
Margaret of DumCermling. The Pope prasit him, mair 
wordie to be ane Pope nor ane Bischope. He fbundit the 
Castell of Sanct Andrews, be deceissit in anno 1401, he was 
burreit in the south wall of the Abbay Kirk of St. Andrews. 
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To him Thomas Steward, eon to king Hobert tlie thrid 
succeidit. He rang not laDg, for Walter Dalgelstoun, ane 
man of ane gryt spirit, succeedit to him. He keepit the 
CaBtell of Dumberton aganis the king, and was thairfoir de- 
pryvit, and ane Gilbert Greenlaw erectit in his plaice, and 
deceisit in anno 1402. 

To him HenricuB Wardlaw succedit, he was Doctor of 
the Cannon Law. He founded the Unirerdtie of St Andrews 
in the tyme of king James first : he founded alsua the Gaird- 
brig, and biggit it : he was Bischope 35 ^eiris. He deceisit 
anno 1440, he wasburreitin our Lordes Cfaaiple in the dor- 
tber of the Abbay Kirk of St. Andrews. 

To him James Kennedia succeedit, he was sister''e Bone to 
King James the first, he was Bischope of Dunkeld, and syne 
Bischope of Sanctandrews. He was ane man of sundrie ex- 
cellent qaalities, and did mony guid works : he fiindit the 
Auld College in St, Andrews, callit St. Saviour's College, 
and dottit it with gryt liveings, to bring yp learned schollaria. 
Efter he had don sundrie guid warkis, he deceisit in St. 
Andrews, anno 1465, and was burreit in the auld College 
Kirk, in ane sumtuous towme, qnhilk he constructed himselfe 
in nis awin tyme. 

To him Patricias Grahame succeedit, he was first Bischope 
of Brechin. He deceisit in Lochleuin, and was burreit thair 
the 13 geir of bis regne, anno 1492, he was nepot to James 
Kennadie. 

To him Willielmus Scheves succeedit. He was ane 
werrie lerait man, and of excellent knawledge in medicyne. 
He deceisit in anno 1496, he was burreit befoir the hey alter 
in the Abbay Kirk, and an lair of brass laid on him. 

To him James Steward, son to King James the thrid, suc- 
ceedit ; he was first Duke of Albaine, and syne Bischope of 
Sanct Ahdrois. He deceisit in anno 1603, he was bureit 
befoir the relict almrie in the Abbay Kirk. 

To him Alexander Steward, sone to King Jam'ea the fourt, 
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sncceedit, he waa uie man of ane excellent epirit, he foimdit 
ane pedagf^e in St Andrews in the name of St. John the 
Erangeliet. He vae the first Bischop of Saact Andrews that 
was Italia natua : he waa Bischope 10 ^eiris, and deceiait in 
IngUnd, and was burriet th^ anno 151S. 

To him Andreas FoirmaD succeedit, he was Bischope 
onlie 5 ^eiris, he was alsua Comniendator of DumfertnliDg. 
He deceiait at Dumfermling, and was burreit thair anno 
1535. 

To him James Beattoim succeedit, ase werrie lernit man, 
and did sondrie gnde warks in his tyme, he deceiat in St. 
Andrews, and was burriet befoir the hey alter in the Abbay 
Kirk 15S9- 

Efter James Beattoun, Bucceedit David fieattoun. He 
was Erst Abbot of Aberbroth, and syne Bischope of St "An- 
drews, he was alsua Bischope of Mereipus in France, and 
syne he was maid gryt Cardinall of Scotland. He was 
slene in his awin Castell of St. Andrews be his awin fomili- 
aris, the 29 of May 154G. 

Efter David Beattoun, succeedit John Hamiltoun, he was 
ane werry wyss natural man, he renewed the heill Castell of 
St. Andrews, and bi^t the heill foir waU thairof, efter it 
had been demolest be the sage it gat during the tyme it was 
keepit be tham that slew the Cardinall. He was ezecut in 
Stirling, anno 1571. 

Efter the Reformationn, quhilk beguid in anno 1554, in- 
stead of Bischopes thair was super attendentis choisit. to risite 
in all the Bischope's dioceis. 

Mr. Jofane Dowglas thair principall master of the new 
Collie, and heritor of the Unirersitie of St. Andrews : he 
was nude Bischope of St Andrews, he had onlie the naime. 
He departit this lyfe in anno 1576, he was promotit be the 
Earl of Mortoun, than Regent to King James the sext. 

Efter him, Mr. Patrick Adamsoune, ane minister of the 
Erangell, was made Bi^hope of St. Andrews, lykwayis be the 
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Earle of Mortouu, the Re^nt. He departit this Ijffe at St. 
Andrew-a, anno 1589- 

Efter him the Duik of Lennox gBt the liveing of the 
Biehoprik, and of the priorie of St. Andrewa, till the ^eir of 
God l605, and then Mr. Geor^ Gledstanes, than minister of 
the Evangell at Sauct Andrews, was maid Bischope in the 
tjToe of King James the sext, he wag consecrat in St. An- 
drews, conform to the order, and bes i\s gret jurisdictioun, as 
ony of his predecessouris had at any time then befoir. He 
was consecrat in the paroche kirke of St. Andrews, the pe- 
nult of December, and with him the Bischope of Orkney : thei 
war consecrat be the Archbiachope of Glasgow, the Biecbopia 
of Galloway and Bricben.

— Gules, a Griffiia Faoipant argent, armed and lan- 
gued of the first, within a border of the second, and the 
badge of Nova Scotia in the dexter chief point: — For crest, 
a tour argent, portcullis down and massoned, sable, on the 
embattlement a man in a watching posture, above all on an 
escroll, for motto, Turris pendentis cuetos ; Supporters, two 
lions rampant, argent, standing on a compartment with the 
words, ut migraturus habita. 

His predecessor vas Robert Lauder of that ilk, son of 

Lauder of that ilk, and Macdougal, his 

lady, daughter to the Laird of Mackairstone in Tiviotdale, 
descended of a younger brother of the old Landers of Lauder, 

Collectioni. Fac Lib. p. 137. 
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for which they carried the foresaid border as a mark of ca> 
dencie on their seals, tombs, and monuments, (now matriculat 
in the Lord Lyon's books) in the town of louder, where they 
always dwelt till of late. Bobert Lauder of that ilk, had with 
his lady, Elizabeth Ballanden, daughter to Ballanden Lfurd of 
Leswaid, three sons, Mr. William and Andrew. 

The eldest son's issue are extinct. Mr. William, the se- 
cond son, was killed by the Homes and the Cranstons, with 
several others of his kindred, when they brant^the tour of 
Lauder, 1598. 

Andrew Lander, the 3d son of Robert of that ilk, to shun 
any &rder blood, he retired to his mother's friends in LeK- 
waid, and lived in Melvin Milne in Leswaid parish, and 
married Janet Ramsay, daughter %a David Ramsay of Pot- 
ton in the same paridi, a cadet of the &milie of Dalhoussie, 
and with her had only one bod, John. To his second wife, 
he married Isobell Borthwick, daughter to the Laird of 
Johnstonbum or Soutrie, and with her had issue 

John Lauder, the eldest son of Andrew Lauder, was a 
merchant* in Edinbui^h, and thereafter one of the bailliee in 
the toun, and was made knight and baronet. He married 
ta his first wife Mai^rat Spire with whom he had a daughter, 
Mai^rat married to Collin Gamble of Blisewood. 

To his second, Isobell Eleis, daughter of Mr. Alexander 
Eleis of Mortonhall, and Mai^aret' Uthward, (commonlie 
called Edward) daughter to Nicol Uthward, Dean of Gild 
of Edinbui^, whose &ther was Provost thereof, 159S. The 
said Mr. Alexander Eleis was a sone of Patrick Eleis, of 
Stanhopmilnes, and his spouse, Isobel Seton, daughter to 
John Seton of Parbroath, and Margaret Nisbet, daughter to 
Adam Nisbet, merchant to Queen Mary of Lorraine, (the 
Laird of Dean's predecessor), procreat by the said Adam

Mr. Rutherford was bom on the south id Tiriotdale, of' 
mean but honest parents, who wer able to put him to schoo], 
vher the pregnancy of his parts began so much to appear, 
that he was by the assistance of his friends sent to the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, wher he etudyed several years, and 
took his degrees anno — — , when he was but young. Not

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loDg after he was pitched upon to be professor of philoeophjr 
in that University, from whence he was settled in the minis- 
try at Anworth by Sir John Gordon of Lochinrare, after- 
ward Viscount of Eentnuir, without giving any engagement 
to conform to the ecclesiastical constitutions, which then 
were Episcopall about an. 1684; (letter of his to Marion 
M'Naught), where he laboured bis ministry with diligence 
and success, till the 16S4, having employed himself with his 
Ezercitationes Apologeticce against the Arminians. Not 
long after this he was called before the High Commission 
Court on the score of non-conformity. He declined the juris- 
diction of the Court, for which he was in 1636 deprived, 
and sent prisoner to Aberdeen, where he continued prisoner 
till the 16S8,'when he was set at liberty. 

I apprehend he has been ordained at Anworth about 16S0. 

He was deprived and confyned within the toun of Aber- 
deen, August 98, 1636, to remain during the King^s plea- 
sure. Upon the troubles he was liberat, and returned to 
Anworth, for his letter to the parish of Kilmacomb is dated 
there, August 5, 1639- And anno 1640, he was in Saint 
Andrews in the Chair of Theology.

1. — Rkvbbend Sir, — You are with this to receive Watson 

on the Mischief, &c. which you wanted before, — the answer to 

the Phenix and a poem to Marlborough. I .hear of no other 

pamphlets in this place save that. Mr. B. Farbaim hath some

2. — Rbverend Sir, — By my last I let yoa understaod 
something of Homer^s indisposition, and now I am to write 
of his death, and the manner of it. I did not expect his 
departure when I Bent my last, for you know he was 
frequently ill in the winter season, or at least that it 
would be so sudden. He died on Tuesday night twizt 
11 & IS, all which time I could not gett writing. He 
was out att the lodging the Tuesday befor, and went 
borne, being much troubled with an astma and rheumatick 
pains, both continued with him, and grew still worse, and 
X think were heightened by a great solicitude and care 
that was in his sonl anent his future state: his exercise 
looked very kindly. I frequently conversed with him, and 
sat up with him on Monday's night. It pleased God of his 
great goodness to give him much sensible ease and calmness, 
both as to his soul^s condition and aa to his bodily distemper, 
the rheumatism was much abated, and he likewise breathed 
a great deal more freely on Tuesday all day, which we look- 
ed on as no bad sign, becaus he did not turn worse towards 
lught as he still used befor, but all on a sudden, his defluo- 
tion rose bo vehemently, that in half an hour it stifled him. 
He hath, in the judgment of all that knew him, died in the 
Lord.*

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it too politick ; however, it looks rery likely to make him a 
^^eat man ; ther was a meeting of the marriage yesternight. 
I cannot tell precisely what was doDe, only its talked that 
the advocat is to give 10,000 lib. sterling in hand, and lire 
more at his death, which I can scarce get believed, considering 
how numerous his &mily is. Its said they are to be proclaim- 
ed on Sabbath come eight days. I thought this would effec- 
tually stop our coming west till the Assembly were over, 
but my Lord is mightily fetigaed and wearied of the town, 
and they give out as if they designed to come immediately 
west upon the Sesmons rising. 

Ther is another marriage hatching among us, I am effec- 
tually locked up from writing anent it, by being made privy 
to the design at first, wherupon I gave my promise of se- 
crecy, so you must pardon me not to be (ree on that head.

Ther ia another piece 
of news which I had forgot : there came a parcel of English 
officers, I tfainlc, down towards the borders to uplift recruits ; 
it seems they found difficulty to get mec, and BO they came ouer 
by a trip into the Scots side, and took several by force, and 
presently got them into England, and so looked on themselves 
as secure. However, they were coming that way again, and 
the Lord Polwarth got word of it; he had sent befor to 
Lothian to know what he should do if they came again ; his 
colloael ordered him to apprehend them. However, he went 
into their company as a private gentleman, and discoursed 
on several snbjects, and among the rest, why tbey took any 
of our men ; they (according to the genius of that nation) 
gave him scurrilous language ; however, he sat withall, till 
his troop came up and took them all prisoners, and laid them 
all in Dunce tolbooth, where they yet continue.

In the curious index of charters, granted by different 
Sovereigns of Scotland, between the years 1309 and 1413, 
published by the learned William Robertson, Esq. one of 
the keepers of the records of Scotland at EcUnburgh, 1798, 
in 4to, we find liketvise the Lumisdene frequently men- 
tioned : particularly in a roll of King David the 2d, page 58, 
there is a charter to Thomas Lumisden of the lands of Dmm, 
Condland, in vicecom. de Fyfe, and Easter and Wester 
Maler, in Aberdeen, by the Earl of Fyfe.

The Lumisdeos of Cudinef formed a clan in Aberdeen- 
shire, and used to bring to the field, in time of civil wars, or 
hostile invasions, a considerable body of men. They were 
always renowned for bravery. 

The Lumisdens distinguished themselvea as soldiers, not 
only in their own country, but likewise in foreign services, 
particularly in that of France. Thus five of that family, 
from the 1330 to the 1439, served in the French army, as 
appears from M. L'Abbe de Buy's extract &om the records 
of the " Extraordtniure de la Guerre," preserved in the 
" Cfaambre dea Comptes," at Paris, and which he communi- 
cated to us in manuscript, viz. : —

Barbara, the second 
daughter, died without having issue. Mr. Michael married, 
S(%, Helen Duodas, of the fomily of Amistone, by whom 
he had a son and a daughter, viz. — Charles Lumisden, Esq. 
advocate, but who exchanged this line of liie for that of the 
army, and died a major, without leaving issue. Elizabeth, 
the daughter, married her cousin-german, Mr. Robert Smith, 
son of ... . Smith of Browsteriand, Esq. and of which 
marriage there remains issue. Mr. Michael Lumisden died 
April 1739) being then the oldest lawyer of the Faculty ex- 
cept one, having been admitted 1673. 
- 2. The Reverend Mr. Andrew Lumisden, who likewise 
mcceeded his father in the parish of Duddingstone ; bat, on 
accoant of his attachment to the Episcopal Church of Scot- 
land, he waa turned out of his livings at the Revolution, in 
the year 1688. However, his piety and learning made him 
be advanced by the Clergy of that communion, to the dignity 
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of Bishop of Edinburgli ; and aacb he wte consecrated, the 
ftd Norember 1727, and died the Slat June 1733, O. S. In 
right of his fother, he was admitted a burgess of Edinbu^h, 
the 13th May 1718- 

3. The Reverend Mr. James Lumisden, minister of New- 
ton, near Edinburgh. He left two sons, Jamea and Thomas ; 
but they both died without issue. Thomas bequeathed the 
greatest part of his fortune to the Orphans' Hospital <^ 
Edinburgh. 

4. Elizabeth, the ddest daughter, married Charles Bell, 
Esq. advocate. Of which marriage was Charles Bell of 
Ciaigfoody, Esq. and from whom are descendants, both male 
and female. And 

5. . . '. ■ Lumisden, who married . . . Purres, from 
whom are descendants. 

IV. Let us return back to Bishop Lumisden, and trace 
his issue. He married Katharine Craig, only daughter and 
child of John Cnug, Esq. (son of the celebrated Sir Thomas 
Craig of Rickarton, the King's Advocate, author of the Jua 
Feudale, and other learned wbrke), and of Maigaret, daughter 
of James Binning, or Binnie, of Carlouriehaugh,* liueaUy 
descended from that William Binning of Binning, who, about 
the year 1308. by his address and courage, took the Castle, 
or Peill of Linlithgow, from the English, and restored it 
to Robert the Bruce, as mentioned by Barbour in his acts 
and life of that heroic king.

Of Bishop Lumieden's marriage with Katfaerine Craig

1. John Lumisden, Esq. who married Lady Mary Dal- 
giel, daughter of the Earl of Camwfith, and widow of the 
Viscount of Kenmure, but he lefb no issue. He was created 
a Baronet by James, son of King James VII, and died in 
France in the year 1751. 

2. Charles Lumisden, Esq. who married Anne Buttler of 
St. Germuns, in the sbire of Haddington. He left a son, 
John, but who died a-bachelor. 

V. — 3. William Lumisden, Esq. born the Idth June 1688* 
O S. and whose life was endangered in the cradle, by a 
&natical mob, who plundered his fatber''s bouse, on the 1st 
of November that year. To keep up his connection, like 
the rest of hb fiunily, with the city of Edinburgh, he was 
received a burgess, the 12th October 1760. His fine talents 
and great learning might have made him figure in the law, 
to which profession be was bred, bad not his principles pre- 
vented him from taking the oaths required by Government : 
he was, however, much esteemed by all his cotemporaries. 
He married Mary Bruce,t daughter of Robert Bruce, Esq. 
(third son of Robert Bruce of Sennet, Esq. by Agnes,

He resided 
many yean at Rome, and is the author of — " Remarks on the 
Antiquities of Rome and its Environs : being a Classical 
and Topographical Survey of the Ruins of that Celebrated 
City.^ — But we are not here to give his history : his ge- 
nealogy only is our object As the representative of his 
grandfather, Rob^t Bruce, he is entitled to bear his arms 
quartered with those of the Lumisdens, with the proper dif- 
ferences ; viz. 1st and 3d the Lumisdens ; and 2d and 4tb 
the Brueee ; and 

Isabella Lumisden, Lady Strange, whose issue are to be 
seen in Sir Robertas pedigree. 

Elizabeth Lumiaden, the Bishop's eldest daughter, mar- 
ried William Alexander, Esq. nearest heir-male to the title 
of Earl of Stirling. They left a son and a daughter, but 
who both died without posterity. 

Margaret, the Bishop's second daughter, married Captiun 
Thomas Dalyell, grandson of General Dalyell, and of which 
marrii^ there are descendants, both male and female.

Family is fiiUy deduced in the Peerage, and instructed to 
have existed as of Rank and Distinction in Scotland, in 
the Reign of Malcolm Canroore and downwards, and been 
the progenitors of many noble and eminent Families. — Earl

of Mary Queen of Scots. That rash action his Family ever 
heartily regretted, for the odium brought on his memory, 
and the consequent loss and misfortunes to the younger 
branches of the Family, attending the death of the Car- 
dinal.* — Norman left no Issue. 

3. William, L^rd of Caimey, in the Carse of Gowiy, 
left no Issue. 

4. Robert Leslie, First of Findrassie, commonly called the 
Righteous Rothea,-^ who left Issue, to be noticed in the se- 
quel, and who, it will be shown, are the beira-male and re- 
presentatives of the above Geoi^ Fourth E^l of Rothes. 
-7-The Earfs Daughters were, — 

5. Janet, first married to Criditon, Laird of Naughton, 
and secondly to the Laird of Grant, but had no children by 
these marriages. 

6. Helen, first married to the Laird of Parbroath, and 
secondly to Mark Ker, Commendator of Newbottle, whose 
son was afterwards created Earl of Lothian, Ancestor of the 
Marquis of Lothian. 

In order to account for what may appear extraordinary 
and unjust, that the estate and titles are at present not pos- 
sessed by the descendants of Robert the Righteous, it be-

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comes necessary to mention, that Earl George having taken 
some dislike to his vife. Lady Margaret Crichton, appears to 
have obtained a sham divorce before one John Weddel, Rector 
of Flisk, on the %7th of November 1520, on this ground, 
" that he had an illicit connection vith Matilda Striveling, 
before hU marriage with the Countess, to whom it seems 
Matilda stood in the second and third degree of consanguin- 
ity !!! " 

It would be utterly incredible, that any such absurd di- 
vorce could hare existed, were it. not that this famous or 
rather in^mous decree has been lately, viz. in July 1795, 
discovered in the Harleian Library,* and an extract or copy 
of it isin the possession of the present Mr. Leslie ofFindrassie, 
who got it from the learned and ingenious autborf of An 
Index lately published of Antient Scottish Charters found in 
bis Majesty's paper-oflice, some of which have been trans- 
mitted to the General Register House at Ediubui^h, in 
consequence of the meritorious application of the Lord 
Clerk Register.l 

Whatever may have been the Earl's motive, it b plain the 
.pretended divorce could in no shape affect the legitimacy of 
the issue of the marriage. Indeed, it is instructed by the 
public records, that Norman in particular was invested in 
the fee of the estate, aud stUed Mastbb of Rotkes.§ 

However, the Earl proceeded to what was called a second

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marriage with Dame Nicholas Sommeirille Dowager Lady 
Fleming, daughter of Sir John Sommeirille of Camnethan, 
by whom he had a son, Andrew, in whose faToura, in the 
reign of Queen Maiy, was conferred a ^ft of die forfeiture 
of Norman Leslie, and the title of Earl was assumed also,* 
which, &om what has been stated, was clearly to the pre- 
judice of Robert Leslie of Findraseie, owing to the influence 
of the Earl of Arran, then a Courtier of great power, which 
he exerted in &rour of hb relation, Nicholas Sommerrille, 
and her son by Earl 6«orge. 

After the death of this Lady, the Earl married the Lady 
Dowager of Crawford, who was a daughter of the boose of 
Lundie, and after that he married a daughter of Lord Gray, 
who was widow both to the Lord Glammis and the Earl of 
Huntleyif but tbeee ladies liring a short time, the Earl, 
from a conviction, it would seem, of the injustice he had done 
to his first wife. Lady Mai^faret Crichton, caused a second 
time repeat the ceremony of marriage witli her ; accordingly, 
in a charter under the Great Seal in tbe year 154%, she is 
justly designed Comitisaa de Rothes.} 

We now return to Robert Leslie, first of Findrassie, fburtK 
son of George Earl of Rothes. This Robert married Janet 
daughter of Robert Lord Elphinston, by whom he had a 
son. 

Robert Leslie, who married Margaret, daughter of Alex- 
ander Dunbar, Dean of Moray, one of the Senators of the 
College of Justice in the reign of King James the Sixth. 
The Dean was ancestor to Dunbar of Grange, who is mai> 
ried to Miss Sophia Brodie, second daughter of Brodie of 
Lethem.

Arks. — The Family of Findrassie have the same arms 
irith the Earls of Rothes, and thejr lue, and are entitled to 
have Supports to their Arms, as being the chief or head, and 
heir-male of the Family of Rothes. Accordingly they are 
cut in that manner, upwards of one hundred and fifty years 
afpt, viz. vitb Griffins as supporters, and the Earre Crown, 
and Motto, Grip Fast, and are at this day in one of the 
bmilie''B burial-places adjoining to the parish church of 
Rosemarkie, county of Ross. They also wear the Border 
Cheque, to show the descent of Findrassie from tiie Royal 
Family of Scotland. Accordingly this mark of royal de- 
scent appears &v>m the arms as eugrared in Mr. Nisbet's 
Heraldry, in which it is stated, that this cognisance was as- 
sumed by the Laird of Findrassie, " to show his predeces- 
sor's Grandmother was of the Royal Family, who, we 
know, was the Lady Cecily, the second lawful dau^ter of 
King James the Second, and next to the House of Hamil- 
ton, the nearest descendants of the Royal House of the 
Stewarts, that are not descended of King James the Sixth, 
the first Monarch of Great Britain.^ But, in other respects, 
the arms and motto assigned to the fomily by Mr. Nesbitare 
evidently incorrect ; because, by his own showing, they are 
not cadets, but representatives of the head of the fiunily of 
Rothes. 

Seats. — The family seats are Findrassie, in the county of 
Moray ; and Raddery, in the county of Ross^ for the Barony 
of Ethie. 
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GENEALOGY OF JOHNSTONE OF GALLABANK. 

John Johnstoune of Mylnefield, provost of Annan in 16S4 ; 
an ancient cadet of the Johnstonee of Johnstone, is the im- 
mediate ancestor of this family. 

He was a younger son of John Johnstoun of Newhy 
Castle, and brother, by marriage of his sister, to Charles 
Mmray, a younger son of Sir Charles Murray of Caskpool, 
Knight 

It is a tradition, that the brothers, the Lairds of Nevby 
and Mylnefield, were obliged, for defect of written documents. 
to give up their lands of Newby and Mylnefield soon after the 
accession of James I. to the throne of England. 

The gword by which they had till then held their lauds, 
was then deemed an insufficient title : Less successful in this 
ground of claim than the barons in the days of Robert de 
Bms, and than Erie Warran in England had been formeriy. 

John Johnstoune soon after purchased his estates in and 
near Annan ; and that of Gallabank held of the Crown in 
capite in 16S4 (writs of the fiimily). By his marriage with 
Gayles Ri^ of Riggsfield, he had one son, — 

George Johnstoune, who died before his father, leaving 
one son by his wife Agnes, daughter of Provost Graham of 
Dumfries. 

John Johnstoune, who succeeded his grand&ther, had 
two sons, John, the eldest, was married to Janet, daughter 
of the family of Kirbpatrick of Cloesbum, by whom he had 
one daughter, Janet, his heiress, who married Mr. Beaty of 
Milles. She disponed (see writs of the fomily) the lands 
of Gallabank to her counn, John, eldest son of Edward 
Johnstoune, second sou of the above-nam^ John. He mar- 
ried Isabella Cariisle, by whom he had two sons, John, and 
James, a merchant in' London, who died in 1199. 
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Jidin Johnstone, son of the above-named Edward J<dui- 
Btone, purchased the lands of Gallabank from Janet John- 
stone, only daughter of his uncle, John Johnstone. Ho 
married Anne Ralston or Rolston, daughter of . . . Rolston, 
of a Staffordshire &mily, by whom he had 6re sons and ax 
daughters, most of whom died unmarried. Edward John- 
stone, M. A. the ddest son, was presented to the church of 
Moflat by George Marquis of Annandale ; the unhappy de- 
rangement of mind which soon after seized his illustrious 
patron, was matter of deep concern to Mr. Johnstone. The 
settlement of the church was delayed, by artifices too ridicu- 
lous to be mentioned : but it took place in 1747, to the tri- 
umi^iant joy of die parish. 

Mr. Edward Johnstone was no common man. His per- 
son was tall and graceful. Hb manners, talents, and con- 
versation, — ^his knowledge and elocution, were all of a su- 
perior kind. His merit excited envy, and subdued it too. 
He was a most popular minister, and deserved popularity ; 
an animated and eloquent preacher ; be dischai^;ed every 
duty of a Christian minister, with a ^eal, diligence, and 
fidelity which prematurely and irretrievably consumed his 
healtfi. He died 16th January 1761, in the 46th year of his 
age, universally esteemed and most sincerely lamented. His 
death was a grievous affliction to his aged parents and their 
fiimily. Those who survive in his parish pay his memory 
the most heartfelt veneration. He was indeed a burning 
and a shining Ught. The Church of Scotland lost one of its 
omamentB ; but that Church, by producing continually a suc- 
cession of able and excellent men, sustains no losses whieh 
are irreparable.*

He 
married Hannah, daughter of Henry Crane, Esq. late of Kid- 
dermioster, by whom be has fire sons and one daughter now 
living, besides James, bis eldest son, a physician of great ta- 
lents and rising eminence, who died JEt SOj the 16th August 
1783, most highly esteemed and generally lamented. His 
eintapb in Worcester cathedral, wrote by Br. Parr, and an 
accurate account of him in Green's History of Worcester, 4to, 
and in the works of the memorable John Howard, Esq. make 
known that he fell a martyr to his humane attendance on 
prisoners ill of the jail fever in Worcester jails. His child-

ACCOmiT OP THE DICKSONS OF INNERASR. 

The Family of Dickson of Innerask, is said to be origi- 
nally descended from the Dicksons of Buchrig, in the south. 
Reput to be an ancient family, and descended frome Richard 
Keith, a son of the fomily of Marishall, who left the north 
upon some f>ccasion or other that is not knouen, and trans- 
planted himself to the south wher he setled a family, and by 
his descendants wer designed patronimically Dick-sons from 
the foresaid Richard Keith, predicessor in the south, called 
Dick, the corruption of Richard. The first knouen prede- 
cessor of this family, was John Dickson, merchant, burgess 
of Glasgow, in the time of King James the Sixth, who, by 
his diligence and industry, his bade and busunes of mer- 
chandise, acquired a competent estate, and purchased from 
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Sir MaUiew Steuart of Minto, the l&nda of Busby, (Cbarta 
in publicifi Arcbivb), from Thence his auccessOTB took their 
title. By Janet Bankin, his wife, he had Mr. David his bod 
and heir, who being bred at the University of Glasgow, to<A 
the degree in Arts ; after that was a Professor of Philoso- 
phy in the same Univermty. At lenth, applying himself to the 
study of Theology, was licensed to be a preacher, and shortly 
after that, was ordained to the Ministry at Irwine, after 
the Preehiterian way. By hie diligence in preaching, and in 
a ^thfdll discharge of the duties of his sacred function, he 
came quickly to have a great reputatione for his learning 
and piety ; but being exceedingly avene to Episcopacy and 
the ceremonies, he was io the year 1690, deprived by Bishop 
Law of Glasgow, and confined for some time at Turref in 
the north. At lenth, by the interposition of his friends, par- 
ticularly Alexander Earle of Eglintonn, and bis religious 
Conntesse Dame Anna Livingvtonn,* he was restored to the 
exercise of his fiinction among his beloved people at Irvine, 
wher he continaued to exercise his pastorall office for about 
SO years. When the troubles began in the church, by intro- 
ducing of the litui^ and cannons, which wer sent down by 
Archbishop Laud, and imposed, without any other ceremony 
or formality than the King's proclamation, Mr. Dickson did 
strongly oppose these innovations, as they wer then called, and 
being (as he was indeed) a man of good learning, was pitched 
upon, with two of his bretheren, Mr. Henderson and Mr. Cant, 
to dispute the legality of the Covenant, as they explained it 
in the 1638, with the learned Doctors of the University of 
Aberdeen. How the three bretheren acquitted themselves 
in the dispute with the Doctors of Aberdeen, may be seen in

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a printed account of it the same ye»r. It was upon the oc- 
casion of thifl dispute that Mr. David and his two colleagues 
wer called in ridicule the Apostles of the Covenant After 
the ejection of Eptscopacj, Mr. Dickson came to be a very 
leading man of the Presbyterian party, — was chosen modera- 
tor to the General Assembly anno 1640. The same year, to 
his own private reluctancy, he was transported or translated 
from being pastor at Irvine, to be a Professor <^ Divinity in 
the University of Glasgow, and was the firrt Divinity Pro- 
' feasor who was distinct from the principal! or primarius Pro- 
fessor in that University. After he had sat in the chair here 
some .... years, he was, by an Act of the General Assem- 
bly, tranqtlanted a second time to be the Divinity Professor 
in the Colledge of Edinbui^h, that he might be near the 
prime managers of the times, to give them counBell and ad- 
vice, upon which, it's well known, they very much relyed. 

When the King came to Scotland in the 1651, Mr. Dick- 
son was appointed one of his Miyeety's chaplains, and alway 
used the young king with civility and breeding, and not with 
that roughness that some others in that capacity used him, 
which he deeply resented. He continued in his charge in 
the colledge throu the whole usurpation, I think, till after 
the king was restored, and thereby Episcopacy in the Church, 
he was removed, and on Mr. Colvil made Professor in his 
room. He dyed in the 1668. By Christian, his wife, 
daughter of Archibald Robertonn in Stonehall, son to John 
Robertoun of Eamoch, and «ster to Mr. James Robertoun, 
who was one of the Senators of the Colledge of Justice, after 
the restoration in the year 1661, he had issue, Mr. John 
Dickson of Bushbie, his eldest son, who married Mary, 
daughter of Sir Robert Montgomery of Skermerly, and niece 
to the Marquise of Argyle, ane allyance Mr. David much 
affected, for he was very great with the Marquise, and a 
confident of his, whose heiress was married to John Bris- 
ban of Freeland. His second son was Mr. Archibald Dick- 
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aon at Tourlaoda, whose deecendante became at lenth to be 
Mr. David's heirs. He had also a third sod, Mr. Archibald 
Didtson, Hebretr Professor in the University of Edinbnrgh- 

Mr. Archibald Dickson married one of the three daughters 
and coheirs of Mr. Robert Barclay of Mon^nuneryston, 
Frovest of Irwine, a great and leading man in the times 
of the Covenant, by whom he has Sir Robert, his son and 
heir, and Doctor David Dickson, Physician at Edinbiu^, a 
person of excellent learning, and very great enuoency in bis 
profession. 

Sir Robert quit the title of Tourlands, and took the title 
of Sombey, a Barrony he acquired in the shire of Air. But 
after settling in the east country, he sold his estate in the 
west, and purchased, near Edinburgh, not only the lands of 
Carberry sod Innereek, from qnhilk last he took his title, but 
also the Lordsfaq) of Carstorphine, which was afterwards 
sold.* 



ACCOUNT OF THE EXECDTION OF CAPTAIN QREEN, &c. 
nth April ITOS. 

I wrote yesternight by poet, of the uncertaiuty anent the 
condemned personsi and this morning things were yet at a 
greater uncertainty, for the current report was, that ane ex- 
press was come for a reprieve. How this was I haue not 
yet learned, but the councillors went down to the Abbey 
about 6, and came up to the CounciUiouse about nine, agdnst 
which time there was a strange gathering in the streets, the 
town continued in great confusion for two hours, while the 
Council was sitting, and a great rable at the Netherbow-

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port, — all the gfuarda in tbe Cannongate were in readynesa 
if taj mob had arUes. About 11 the word cune out of the 
Council that three were to be hanged, rig. Captiun Green 
and Mather, and Simeon. Thi§ appeaaed the mob, and made 
many poet away to Leith, where many thousands had been, 
and were upon the point of coming up in a great r^e; when 
the Chancellor came out, he gott many bu^gas at first, but 
at the Troae Eii^ some surmised to the mobb, that all this 
was but a sham, upon which they assaulted hie coadi and 
broke the glasses, and forced him to come out, and goe into 
Mills Square and stay for a considerable time after 11. The 
S piiBoners were brought with the town-guards, accompanied 
with a vast mobb. They went through all the Cannongate, 
and out at the Water Port to Leith, — there was a batalion 
<tf foot guards, and also some of the hone guards drawn up 
at some distance from the place of execution : tliere was the 
greatest confluence of people there that ever I saw in my 
life, for they cared not how &rr they were off, so be it they 
saw. Green was first execute, then Simson, and last of all 
Mather. They every one of them, when the rope was about 
their neckes, denyed they were guilty of that fur which they 
were to dye. This, indeed, putt all people to a strange de- 
mure. There*8 only this to alleviate it, that they confessed 
no other particular sins no more than that, even though they 
were posed anent their swearing and drunkenness, which was 
weel known. They put off* all with generalls. The rest of 
the eight are reprived, some say till Fryday, some say till 
Wednesday, if they had not dyed, we would, in all proba- 
bility have had the confusedest night we saw this seven geirs. 
There was a vast confluence from the country.*

Pell Metl, Feiyruari/ 3, 1679- 

I am just going to take coatch to begine mj jurney for 
Scotland. I did write to fou fbrmerl7 to follow me thither, 
I thinke you will be beert to let this month be at an end be- 
fore yoa come away. For the Duke hath promised me to 
write very heartily id your &vour to the Prince of Orange, 
and I wold have you stay there to observe if the Prince shall 
take notice of it. Sir Gabriell Silvius is to go shortly into 
Holland, he is one the Prince hath a great favour for, and 
one that underatands very welt that Court, he is my very 
good friend, and hath protnis'd me to give you his best ad- 
vice, and to assist you in all things he can, to make you well 
acqniunted with that Court. Follow lua advice and strive 
to have his iutimat friendship, for he is a very honest wortJiy 
gentleman. His Lady is my cosen by her mother who was

I 
hope yon read much since you do not play at any game, nor, 
I suspect, do you use tenes or any exercise. I wish you 
would practice tenes much, though, at first when you tried it, 
you found no great dispositions for it, yet you must considder 
you bade then a bend which made you stifi", though you did 
not perceive it, and then, by much practice, you will come 
to learn to pUy like a gentleman though not as a marker. 
Without a young man follow something of that kind, both 
he grows lazie, and then he wants esteem, as the world goes.

promises to the contrarie, for though I hare not beard from 
yon this fortnight, I have some hopes that you have sent for- 
ward my letters to Holland; and if I find you have been ne- 
glig^it, and that .my not getting letters proceeds from your 
lasines, I shall be very sorry for it Piay, my deare Charles, 
follow my advice, do not think yourself too wise. I pray 
God blesae you.

1. Be contract, my fother is bot bound to pay ane thou* 
sand pounds, for ane chalder of victual! in beritag, if it be 
evictit from the Earll Home, and this chalder my &ther is 
bot bound to warrant for a tym, videlicet for his aune lyf- 
rent and nynteen ^eire after, bo that my &ther is not auch- 
tand this aoume till the nyntelne geirs be ezpyrit, quhen^ 
auchtese gpiris b to cume, and the must he will be found 
auchtand will be the pryss of so many chalders every geir 
according to the liquidation, so ane reductioune of his de- 
creit must be intendit, quhich I think both God and man 
will assist. 

S. I wald wish Sir Robert £er to do all the uttennost of 
his power to mak the Earll Home coDcnire with him, in 
odium tertii, as the Countes, his mother, and Hadingtoun 
did to my fikther, and lat the Earll Home quhyt this new 
tack of the Earll of Hadin0»un''s of the teinds of the Hirsillj 
and lat him stand to the King^s revocatioune, and to his 
aune revocatioune, and latt Sir Robert Ker pay during the 
tym of my hther's obligment the rentall bows to the Earll 
of Hadingtoune, and wryt to Sir Robert Ker that the Earll 
of Home, be bound be wryt, otherways he will do with Sir 
Robert, as he did with my brother Johne to Sir Robert Ker;

1. — Revsrknd S^^ — I haae sent the accoont of all the 
paraphlets I have bon^t for yon since the first of June. I 
am very sensible that many of them are not worthy of the 
reading, but you wrote so positively for all, that I made no 
scruple of baying them for you. I have nothing of moment 
to Bcquiunt you off from this place at present Our countrey 
people are extreamly vexed that the acts were not touched, 
and our court party are much divided as ever. I think it a 
great unhappiuess to thu nation that we can not get our offi- 
cers of state al of a piece, and certainly ther is such hinderance 
to the succession as at the division that is among our courtiers 
themselves. It*s thought that Annandale cannot stand long, 
ther being a mortal feud betwixt the commiBsioner-f- and him. 
Ther is noae of our statesmen yet gone for London, because 
the commissioner procured an order from the Queen, that 
none should go to London before himself and will not be

2. — RxvKREND Sia, — I rcceivedyonr's. I thank you heai^ 
tily for yoor news about Mr. Foyers and Raploch. Mr. 
Stewart absolutely refuses to take money for Fleming's Chris- 
tolt^ia. I proposed if he would not take money, to buy 
him another copy, but he would not hear of it, and said. 
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that if I did, he vonld not receive it He myB when he 
comee west, he will take some booh of the value from you 
for it: as for the pamphlet yoa wrote for to him, it i§, I 
think, called the History of Faction aliaa Hypocrisy, &c.* 
It ie not in toun. Mr. Rob. Freebaim told the Regent and 
me that he had sent for some copies from London, and ex- 
pected them very shortly ; when they come I shall secure 
one for yon. I have no news, this being the deadest time 
in the year, for neither Parliament, Counsel, nor Session sit 
now. The Commissioner on Sabattnday last, early in the 
morning, took jonmey for London from Newbottle, whether 
be went on Saturday before. The Marquess of Anandale is 
highly disoblidged at the loss of the Secratarie's place, which 
the Earle of Mar has gote, young Grant having got Mar''8 
regiment. The Marquess refuses to be President of tlte 
Counsel ; it is thought the Justice-Clerk will foil, seeing the 
Commissioner appears so hot against him, he threatned him 
before he went off! T doubt not you haue heard how Sir 
Alexander Cummine of Coulter, having procured ane illegal 
commission from the Queen, has usurped the Lord Consei^ 
vator's place at Campvere, tho^ his commission was not sus- 
tained by the Koyal Burghs here. Sir Andrew Kennedy 
had a commission from King William during life. When Sir 
Alexander Cumine went to CampVereto be admitted to the dis- 
charge of his office, the Magistrates of the place refosed to 
qualify him, upon which be very drolly caused his man, whom 
be called his clerk, to administrate the oath to him, and then 
he reciprocally swore him, each qualifying other. I know not 
what will be the issue, for there is a process anent it depend- 
ing before the Lords of Session, and, in the mean time, both 
the Conservators hold ther respective courts at Camprere.-f- 
This is all, being in haste, from, 
Edinburgh, Oct 11, 1706.

Whatever ar^meDts are given for the establisbmeDt of 
Sodetiea of men in generall, the lyke may be adduced for the 
ere«tione of particular Faculties and Corporationes. It is cer- 
taine do man can be secured in his particular interest in the ser- 
rice of any fiionlty, without first the community be established 
by lav, and such constitutions be made as may both incourage 
each one in their interests, and be a bulvark against the in- 
vasion of others; and hence it is, that in all wdl constitute 
Kingdomes and Commontvealthes, such establishments have 
been made bo soon as the artes of peace began to florish 
amongst them ; and as one nation bad the advantage of let- 
ters and artes very early amongst us, so we find ther vere 
vcary soon lawes made for the incouradgement of the Profes- 
sors of them. So Hector Boeth, ivho collected his History 
from oar best Records, ^vetfa a particular account therof in 
the lyCe of Reutha, and he and all the best confirme the same 
in the lyfe 4Kf Josina ; and because ther are such remarkable 
iooouradgements for the Frofessours of the Arte of Medicine, 
I cannot but g^ve the constitutiones in the words of the same 
Historians, as the best foundations for the fbllowing Me- 
moirea. But before wee come to shew what was done for 
Phisitimes in our Conntrey of old, we will first show what 
the Eeclesiasticus eayth, and appointed in their fiiroure.

Amongst my uncle his papers I found these articles men-ArtieiM gir-

Articles for the Facultie of Medicine to be considered be 
the Estates of Parliament. 

First, it is humblie cravit that the saids Estates nominate 
and dengue sevin persones of the profession of Medicine, to 
make op the number of the Incorporatione prescrivit be the 
statute signit be his Majeatie. 

Item, it is hamblie cravit, that the saids estatis of parlia- 
ment declure and ordaine, that it sail not be lawfull to any 
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person to take upon them the Arte of Apothecarie, except be 
be tryed and approvin be the said &cultie, with the concourm 
of the bretherein of ApothecarieE. 

Item, that it sail not be lawfiill to no person to practise 
Chymi^erie, except he be tiyed and approvin be the taii fo- 
cultie, with the concourse of the Bretheren of the Chirurg;ians. 

Item, that it be defendit and forbiddin, that na person not 
being ane Apothecar, presume to sell medicinal drx^ues b^ 
smalls to hiB Majesties Lieges, but aUenarlf that they sell 
the samen be greattes to the Apothecaries, who hea skill and 
knowledge to try and consider of the freshness and goodness 
of the saids druggs, and who, by the statute, are ordeaned to 
be answerable for the samyne. 

Item, It is humbly cravit that penalties be sett down be the 
said estBtia,tobeexactedfrom the contraueners of the said sta- 
tute, and that order be appoynted for exacting of the samyne. 

Item, anent the ordour to be obseryed in the uther pfurtes 
of the countrie, because the samin cannot be resolved with- 
out long deliberation, theirfor, it is humbly deayred that the 
said estaits giue command and direction to the said Facultie 
to consult, advise, and resolue upon fittest and most expedi- 
ent means for establiehing of good order in the b^ parts of 
the countrie, concerning the Professors and Practisers of 
Medicine, and exhibit the samine to the Lords of his Mi^es- 
ties Secret Counsell. 

Item, that the said estaits ^ve power and commission to 
the Lords of his Majestie's Secreit Counsel], to hear and con- 
sidder of the saids overtures, and to conclude and determine 
therupon, and upon all uther guid and expedient meanes 
whilk may furder and promote the said Facultie of Medicine 
within the kingdome, as the eamen sail be proponed to their 
Lordships, be the brethren of the lacultie in all tyme cumming. 

I find not in my uncle his Memoirs that any more was 
done till anno 1630, and then by expresee letters of King 
Charles the First to bis Majestic Secret Counsill, and be ane 
decreit of the saids Lords therupon, (as his Memoirs bear), 
order was given to the Doctors of Physic, expressed be their 
names, in the towne (rf Edinburgh, to giue in s(Hne heads 
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and articles for the erection of the said Colledlge, the whilk 
vas done be the said doctors of physic, and given in to the 
consideration of the Parliament in the year 1633. 

The Articles I fiannd amongst his Papers are these fol- 
lowing the number of 17 : — ' 

The title is, 
Articleafortheerectionof a CoUedge and Incorporation of AiHelMfiiT 
the Doctors of Medicine within the Kingdome of Scot- ph^dl^ 
land, presented in all due eubmissioii and humilitie to """ i^^s. 
the Lords of his Majestie's Secret Counsell, at their 
Lordships awin command, be the Graduate Doctors in 
that focultie, Inhabitants of the Toirne of Edinburghe, 
and in the name of all uther Graduate Doctors in the 
said Facultie within the Kingdome. 

FirBt,iti8humbIie craved, that there be erected and estab>i. Aniele. 
liahed within Edinburgh, a Colledge and Incorporation of 
the Facultie of Medicine, consisting of the Graduate Doctors 
therof^ now tber 30 years or above, resident within the said 
towne of Edinburgh, and publikly professiDg and practising 
the same, through the kingdome, and of all other Graduate 
Docton in that Facultie, within the Realme being of the re- 
formed religion, received, and publikly professed, within this 
Kingdome, of them to be made up one Bodie, Communaltie, 
and Fellowship, to bane perpetual! succession in all tymes 
coming, with liberties, priviledges, and immunities, due to a 
Colledge and Incorporation, and be capable of all debts^ do- 
nationea, legacies, and other commodities to be gifted, dis- 
poned, or left to them, be whatsoever person or persons, and 
to haue power to conquess lands and heretages, as well within 
the towne of Edinburgh as without, for the good of the 
Commonwealth of the sud Incorporation, and tiie advance- 
ment of the said Facultie, and to persue and defend in judge- 
ment, as a Body and Incorporation, and to have libertie of 
meeting and conveening at such time aa they please, for con- 
sulting, advisiog, and concluding, making of lawes and con- 
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stitutioncs for the good of the said Colledge and Incorpora- 
tion, and vith power for that effect to have a Counsell home 
witbiD the towne of Edinburgh, Cannogaif, or Suburbs, or 
within a mile theiro^ togither with a common seale, which 
Ball be called the seale of the Facultie of Medicine, and to 
chu8e7earlytheirFreeideDt,Coun8ellourB, and Tbeeaurer, and 
all other officers seadfiill for the services of the said Colledge 
luid Incorporatione, and the foresaid Graduate Doctors now 
ther many years resident within the said Towne of Edin- 
boi^h, to be designed, nominat, and expressed be their se- 
veral! names in the letters patent of this Fundatione as the 
first Electa and Intrants of such a corporatione. 
3. Article. Item, That power be grantit to the foresaid Graduate Doc- 
tors of Edinburgh, to associate and incorporat in their societie 
and fellowship within Edinburgh, to have their residence to- 
gether with them in the said tovne, one or more Fhysitianes 
hierefter as sail be found requisite, the whole number of the fel- 
lowship in Edinburgh in no tymecomeing exceeding, (for the 
better burnishing of the countrey with Physittans abroad), nyne 
at the most, and of these whensoever any of their roomes, or 
their successors sail fall to be voide by death, the remanent 
on lyfe to choose and elect one or more, as need bees, of the 
most cuning and expert men and Graduate Doctors in the 
taii Facultie, to supplie the vacant roomes of the deceased, 
and to take them swome. And if it sail happin at the plea- 
sure of God at any tyme coming, that all these of the societie 
and fellowship of Medicines of Edinburgh be inl^king through 
decease, the priviledges of the incorporatione foresaid to stand 
notwithstanding in force, locally, within the Towne of Edin- 
burgh to all the persons to succeed be new election to be made 
be the Lords of bis Maeatie,his Secret Counsill; providing al- 
wayes that the efterward elects be all of the reformed reli- 
^on, received and publiklie professed within this Realme, 
and Graduate Doctors in that Facultie, either from some ia- 
mous Universitie abroad, or from the forsaide Colledge and 
Incorporatione, and failing such, that at the least they be 
jBUcb as has been first duelie tryed and ezaminate and licen- 
ciate, in the said Facultie of the said colledge, and ther prac- 
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tiM in the samen, some reaaon&ble good ty me before, geoeral- 
lie t^rovin in the boundeB of their residence and employ- 
ment within the kingdome, befor the admission to the Cor- 
poratione of the foresaid fellowship of Edii^urgb. 

That it be atatnted and ordained, that the Frerident and s. Art. 
CouDBelloiira of the &ciiltie be always chosen out of the num- 
ber of the Graduate Doctors of the societie and fel^wsliip of 
Sdinbuigh, and that in absence of the President of the iacultie, 
the eldest Professor of Medicine of the said societie, being a 
Graduate Doctor, be his substitute and rice presidente, and 
in absence of the whole Graduate Doctors, the eldest pro- 
fessor, simpliciter. 

Because upon all necessities of meeting, the whole number 4. Ait. 
of the Incorporatione cannot always be had, it is therefor 
humbly craved that, whatsoever sail be concluded and deter- 
mined by the President or his vice President with four coun- 
sellora for the tyme, may be declared to be als valid, and of 
as greate force as if the full number had been presente. 

That power be granted to all the particular societies of 5. An. 
medicines of the forsaid Incorporation, to appoint yearly, at 
what tyme it sail be thought by the said societie most expe- 
dient, two censoTB of their niusber having with them ane 
apothiquer of the Towne of their residence, to vieW) try, and 
examine the sufficiency of all medicaments, drogues, composi- 
tiones, waters, oiles, and chymicall [weparationes, and to re- 
port to the said societies, to the end, that whatsoever sail be 
found by them to be either adulterate or corrupt and carious, 
may be by them ordeaned to be distroyed and cassed with- 
out any hinderance to be made for that effect, be any apothi- 
quer, drc^ist, or seller of any of the foresaids, and to fyne 
the sellers of unsufficient droges. 

That power be grantit to the said Colledge, with the con-g, ^it. 
cnrrence of two Apothiqueis, whom the sud Colledge sail 
please to nominate, to tax and Eq)pr8tiate, yearly, all drogs 
medicaments, and compoaitiones, waters, oiles, and all which 
be in use to be imployed, and that it be ordered that publik 
records of the sevendl taxes and appretiaUonee be made, 
wherof ane copie sail rem^ine in the oustodie of the said Col- 
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ledge, and every Apothiquer sail haue ane publiklj extant 
ill faiB buith, that the buyers may haue knowledge and in- 
sight of the prices, and to fyne the exceeders of the said 
taxes, proportion^ie to the quality therof. 

7. Art. That prohibition and defense be made to all apothiquen 

and droguists, and to all others within the Eingdome, to sell 
any dn^es of dangerous quality, as Antimony, Scammony, 
Arsenic, Mercury, Sublimat, Hellebore, Opium, Elaterium, 
or any Narcotic, Cathartik, or puj^ng medicaments to any 
whatflomever, except allenarly either to the Apotbiquhers or 
to the Physitians of the foresaid Incorporation, or Licentiats 
from the said CoUedge, or to such oUiere as has their war- 
land and ordinance for the same, with power to the said Col- 
ledge to fine the delinquents. 

8. Art. That it be statuted and ordained, that no Chynu^an nor 

Apothiquher be admitted or receaved masters in Chyrui^ 
gerie, or Apothiquhary, nor auSered to profess and practise 
the saids airts of Chymrgerie and Apotbiquharie, but eatib 
as shall be first tryed and examined be the said CoUedge, in 
their knowledge and capacitie therin, and found qualified and 
approven ; and the said tryall and examination of the Chir- 
urgiones to be made be the said CoUedge, with concurrence 
of the masters and freemen in Chirurgerie within Edinburgh, 
and of the Apothiquhers, in presence of the masters, Apotbiqu- 
hers, and freemen of the s^d towne for the tyme, and the said 
CoUedge to take them swome for the faithfuU discharge of their 
whole dueties and service in Chirurgerie and Apothiquerie. 

9. Art. That it be statute and ordeaned, that the tryall and ex- 

anunatioae of the Licentiats, or to be promoted to the degree 
of Doctorate be made in the whole Societie and FeUowsbipe 
of Edinburgh, with liberty to whatsoever other Graduate 
Doctors of the whole incorporation through the Kingdome, 
to concurr with them in the said tryall and examination e, if 
they please ; but the promoters to the degree of Doctorate to 
be only the Graduate Doctors of tfae fellowdiip of Edinburgh 
and these per vices, the eldest Phisitian of Edinbiu^h begin- 
ning, and so consequently by order. 
10. Art. l^t it be statute and ordained, that none presume nor 
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take in hand, to profess, exercise, or practise phyrick within 
the Kingdome in all tyme comeing, except only the Doctors 
of the said Colledge and Incorporation, and such as sail be 
aothorieed and licentiated upon due tryall .and examination 
premitted by the said Colledge, and receave letters testi- 
monial) of their license from the said Colledge, under their 
sabecriptionea and common sealL 

That it be statute and ordesoed, that the Phisitians only n. Act. 
of the said societie and fellowship of Edinburgh, have power 
within the said towne of Edinb*. and 34 mileit round about, 
to profess, teach, practise, and exercise the said Faculty of 
Medetdne fUIlie, in all the parts and members tberof, and that 
none other presume or take in hand, to profess or practise 
the samine, ordean, prescripts, or recipies within the said toune 
and precint fbrsaid, but they only of the said societie and fel- 
lowship of medicines of Edin''., but prejudice alwayes, to what^ 
soeaer other Graduate Doctors within the Kingdome of the 
incorporatione, to be called and admitted at the desyre of the 
patients, to consultations withe the Fhysitians of the said 
fellowship, within the said towne and bounds foresaid. 

And because diere are manie abusers and ignorent persons is. Ait. 
never tnuned up, nather in meditnne nor good Literature, 
who assumes to themselues the style of Doctors of Medi- 
cine, whereby they not onlie di^race the worthy professors 
th^rof, but deceaves also the Lieges by so specious a title to 
their great hurt, perrill and mine; Tberfor, it is humbly 
cmved, that it be statute and ordtuned that none presume to 
arrogate or admitt, in ail tyme comeing, the title of and qua- 
litie of Doctor of Medicine, except he be such indead, and 
have receaved the degrees of Doctorate in that Facultie in 
some femous University abroad, or else from the foresaid 
Colledge and Incorporation of this Kingdome, and for this 
eKct, that it be ordeaned that all the present Graduate 
Doctors within the Kingdome, within half a year after the 
poUication heirof, as they sail have opportunity, and all new 
Graduate Doctors heirafter in all tyme comming, befor their 
pablik practise in the Kingdoms, repair to the Towne of 
Edinburgh, and their notifie unto the Societie and Fellowship 
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tbero^ their degrees of Doctorate in that Facultie, be their 
programe and theses publikly sustained and disputed, and 
letters tefltimoniall under the common seal of the Univcssitie 
wher they receared the saidis degrees and dignity, and so to 
matriculate themselves in the said Tovne of Edinburgh, with 
the fbrsaid Colledge and Incorporation, as Members therof. 

13. Art. That it be statute and ordeaned, that no chinu^on within 
Edinbui^b and bounds foresaid, take blood of any person, 
or undertake the cure of any aposteme, ulcer, fracture, or 
wounde, or any other thing requiring chimrgicall operatione, 
which nay be deadlie or dangerous for the life of the de- 
seased or a voonded person, (such as are the woundes of the 
head, stomach, diaphragme, hellie, bladder, lighte^ and liuer, 
or great veesels,) without the advise and counsell ot one of 
the said societie and fellowship of the Physitianes of Edin'. 
except in case of present necessity, and that no deposition be 
given up, to any Judge whatsoever, be chirurgians anent 
any wounded person, or the quality of the wounde or 
woundes, but at the sighting, and under the hand and sub- 
Bcriptione and forme of tlfe Doctors of the said aocietiei, to- 
gether with the Masters in Chirurgerie of the said Towne, 
and &e contraveeners to be fyoed by the said colledge. 

14. Art Item, it is humbly craved that power be granted to the 
said Colledge and Incorporatione to cause, wame, and sum- 
monde by their officer, and under their common scale in the 
King's Ma : his name and authoritie, and the Lords of his 
Ma: SecreitCounselI,whatsoeverdelinquentagaioBtthelaweB 
and constitutionea of the said Colledge and the Societie of the 
Fhisitiuies of Edinburgh, to compeare befor them, and being 
convicttofynethem, to the behalfe of thesaid Incorporatione, 
and to poinde, warde and imprisone, at the discretione of the 
said Colledge and Societie of the Medicines of Edinburgh fbr- 
saide, and to take them swome, that they transgress no more 
in that kinde, under double pune, and that command be 
given to all Frovflists and Bailies in tyme comeing, and to all 
Justices and Shirifes, and to other, hiaMajesties officers within 
this realme, that upon the warrande and common seale of the 
said Colledge, they assist to the putting of the said Acts in 
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ezecutione, upon paine for not giving thur help and aseistence 
to nuine in contempt of his Highness lawes and authoritie, 
and to all keepers of wardes and prissons, that they accept 
and receave in their wards and prissons, all and every such 
pereone or persones so oSending, as sail be committed to them 
from the said Colledge or Societie of Edinburghe, and ibej 
sail snrelie keep and retaine the sud persons so committed 
into their prissoos, npon the propper coat and charges of the 
sud 'person or persons iocarcerat, til) such tyme, that, hj 
paving their fyne, or finding caution, they be reliesed upon 
the warrande and common seals of the sud colledge, under 
paine of paying to the Colledge the double of the fyne that 
the saids persons committed are fyned into. 

Item, It is humbly craved that exemption be granted to ts- Art. 
all the Graduate Doctors of the sfud Incoiporatiooe &om all 
hording and Taxatione, and beareinga of Armes in all tyme 
Gomeing, and that they be declared to be holden amongst 
the number of [uiviledged persones, a legibus «U7nptuariia, to 
injoy the annuities and priviledges granted to such persones 
be the Actes of Parliament as in all Civiil Eingdomes, 

That reeervatione be expressly made to be farther humblie i^- ^'^ 
petitioned be the said Incorponitione upon all other good and 
expedient meanes, vbich may further and promoue the said 
Facultie of Medicine within this kingdome, as tyme and the 
experience and the happie successe of so good a constitutione 
may afiborde. 

Finallie, it is humbly craved that these articles foresaide, 17. atl 
be declaired to have in all tyme coming, the full force, power, 
and strengthe of ane Act of Parliament, conforme to ane 
Act of reference in the last Parliament 1631, and be ordean- 
ed to be ratified and confirmed in the next insuing Parlia- 
ment, in all and every grant and article, and be clearlie au- 
tborieed and admitted by the same, as tending to the good 
and well of the kingdome, and the advancement of the said 
Facultie, and availlable to the said body corporate and their 
BQCCCflmrs for ever, in als ample and large maner as may be, 
and that incontinente after the pasnng of thir presentes they 
be oppenly proclumed at all the Mercate Crosaee within this 
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raalme, and be printed by the King's M^eeties printer, to the 
effect that none pretend ignorance. 

Thie is the draught of the articles for a Colledge of Phyai- 
tians I found amongst my uncle's papers, and bendes I finde 
a scrolle of a petition under hie hand to the Parliament, the 
substance vheirof is as fblloweth :— 

*' The graduate doctors humbly cute and cAve, that their 
persons, thor callings, their dtrelling houses, may obtane and 
injoy these immunities, liberties and priviledges, which, with 
much tyme, trarell and charges, is obtained over seas irom 
divers Schooles and Universities, and haue been granted for 
many ages by the most of Princes and Repnbliks in Christen^ 
dome to presbiters, mediciners and Iswers, that their persons 
be not pressed to any military service, that their callings be 
not' vilified with the name or condition of any trade or traf- 
fick, and that their lodgings and dwelling-houses be not 
troubled nor molested with any sojors or quarterings what^ 
sumever, for that they use no merchant trade, nor traffick 
with money, and doe not agree for fies or rewardes with 
any man, nor craue the same after they haue deserved them, 
and their persons ought to be (as they are ever readie) qua- 
tenus fert valetudo, setas, &c. to visite and attend their ordin- 
arie and customable patients, according to their urgent simp- 
tomes and necessities, quod in bello fieri nequit : that their 
persons be not oblidged to watch or waird any towne, castell 
or fortresse, nor yett stented, taxed, or compelled to pay any 
socme of money for any of the said military duties for main- 
tenance of their Guards or Garrisones, or maintenance of 
any souldier, " Presbiteri, Medici, Juris periti, Doctora, Pro- 
feesores, etc debent esse immunes ab omnibus belli muniist 
oneiibus, sumptibus, hosiutationibus, etc." 

Item, that every Graduate Fbysitiane of the Colledge ought 
and may ezerce and practise any parte of Fbysike, and name- 
ly, of Sui^ry, according to the licences and priviledges of 
their Doctorate : that some of the Pfaysitians be made cen- 
sores of all other parts and offices of physike, to haue the in- 
spection and censure therof, and namely, in the matter of 
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admitting prentises to be masters in Suigety, and in the cen- 
suring of faultee admitted be tbese prentises, or b^ the Sur- 
geons tfaemselpes in the work of their calling, to judge ther- 
npon, togither with the Masters of tlie said calling ; and that 
because of the manifold abuses that arise daylj upon the ad- 
mission of ignorant prentises, and euen because of the un- 
gkiliiilneas of the extortion of the Li^es for their fees, or 
other fautes in diligence, dyet etc. admitted too oftine be 
many common Surgions." 

This is all I finde done in my uncle his tyme, he heth this 
reflectione upon it, that the maitter was delayed and ab- 
structed by those men, as sould and ought most to haue fur- 
thered the same for their own prirate ends and interests. 

Ther was after my uncle his death, a new deeigne sett a- 
foot for the establishment of a Colledge of Phisitianes by 
Doctor Purvess, mainly, and some others. I shall give some 
account of the project and obstructione it met with, that by 
oompariog what was designed in my uncle his tyme, and 
afterwardeS] by Doctor Furvess, it may appeare what was 
gained by us, aad what b yett wanting to the inlarging of 
the power of the Colledge. 

By the miuutea I haue of their meetings, I finde the sub- 
scriptiones rf these following Doctors : —

I find first, ane paper giving account of the publik abuses 
in maitters of medicine, in the heads following : — 

1. The frequent murders conunitted universallie in all 
parts of this Kingdome by quacks, women, gardiners and 
others grossly ignorent, and they referr to the publick judi- 
catories for the proof of this. 

ft. The unlimited and unaccountable practises of Chirur- 
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gions, Apothecaries and Empericks pretending to medicines 
not only ia places destitute of Phy sitians, but in the emi- 
neoteat cities of the natione, all these undertaking the core 
of all diseases without advice or assistance of Pbyeitianes. 

3. The unvarrantable vending of drugs, simple and com- 
pound, by Drugists and Apothicarie^, not only in common 
sale, but in the dispensing Physitianes receipts, and these 
generally carious, sophisticated, and every way corrupted, and 
of this the most deadly poisons, without security taken from 
the buyer, or any other restraint, as is found by the great 
difFerence in medicines in their operatione here from what is 
found abroad. 

4. The exorbitant prices of drugs by which the Li^ea are 
much exacted. 

B. The great abuse lately established in Edinbuigh and 
other cites, by ingrossing promiscuously these two Trades in- 
to one Incorporatione, whence many not bred in thes airts 
sett up to the greate prqudice of the patient and discredite 
of the Physitians. 

6. The great charges and difficulties Students of Medicine 
ar putt to in travelling abroade for educatione and degrees in 
the science of Medicine, and the disadvantadge and discredit 
Universities suffer in being deprived of their priviledge. 

7. The great losee Physitiana are at, in not improviug their 
learning by Frofessors. 

8. The advantages would accrue to all the nation if^ as 
other welt governed Countries, they had such settlements of 
privileidgee for Physitians here, and Literature would to the 
nations honour advance. 

The desigue then was (as appeareth &om a draught of 
their patent I have by me), that a Societie and College of 
Physitians should be erected within the city of Edinbui^ 
which should consist of a President and Fellowes under the 
name of Freaident and Colledge of Physitians of Scotiand, 
and for the time, was to be made up of Alex'- Dowglass, 
William Mai^l, George Rae, John Balfour, William Pa- 
toon, James Beatoun, George Purvess, Robert Cuninghame, 
Andrew Moire, Alex'- Martine, Alex" Yeoman, Robert 
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Henry Henrysone, James Leslie, WUliain Moire, John Siu- 
serfe, and James Colhouae, irho sould bane power and 
anthoritie to orersie, rule, and order what may conceme the 
right administratione of Physike to the people of Scotland) 
in all pmrts and places of the sud nation, witli power to tfaem 
to censure and punish all persones who shall presume to 
practise, exercise, or profess Physick or give Medicines, or 
ord^e Fbysicall praescriptiones in any pairt or place in 
Scotland, being not Members 'of the said Colledge, or not 
being approved and licensed by the sud Frerident and Col- 
ledge under the common seall. 

The President and CoUedge and thair Sacceesors, and all 
others who sail be from tyme to tyme licensed by the said 
President and Colledge as aforesaid, shall, and may, from 
tyme to tyme, practise and exercise the Art of Cbirurgery 
(for as much as the science of Physick doth comprehend, in- 
clude and containe in it the knowledge of Chirui^ry, being 
a speciall part of the same and member thereof), in all 
pointee, and throughout Scotland, save only within the cities 
of Ediabui^h and Glasgow, wher the said Preudent and 
Colledge and their Successors shall have do fiirtfaer power, 
aa to ^e exercise of Chimrgerie, then what they, as Gradu- 
ate Physitians, lawfully had, or might have had, before the 
date of these presents. 

And that no person whatsoever shall heirafter presume to 
keep ane Apothecaries Shop, or profess the Art or Trade of 
ane Apothecary in any part of Scotland, but such only as 
tall be first tryed, examined and approved by the sud Presi- 
dent and Colledge for the tyme being, and by the Masters 
Apothecaries in the respective cities and burghs of their abode, 
and thempon approved of by the eaid President and Colledge, 
and being so tryed and approved o^ shall be from tyme to tyme 
answerable to the Censors to be appointed by the President 
and Colledge afbresEud, for the tyme being, in their severall 
places of residence, for the sufficiencie of their eimples and 
oompoundes, imployaltk for the use of the people ther, which 
2 I 
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cecBorB reflpectivly aall call to their awiatance at every such 
inapectioti and inqauy, one or tvo of the aUeet Apothtcariee 
residing in or near the respective pUcea of the abode of such 
persons vber sach search aad enquirie saU be made ; and tiMt 
if npon any such search and inquiry, the phyucall drugs of 
such apothicaries sail be adjudged not to be sufficient and 
warrantable, then the saroe sail be cast out and burnt, and 
the party so offending sail be fyned at the good discretion of 
the magistrate of the place where the ofience is committed ; 
provided alwayes, that when 'any ^totfaicarie is to sett up 
his trade of apothicarie within Edinburgh, or any other citie 
or burgh of Scotland, tiie Magistrates of the said citie and 
burgh sail haue notice therof from the said President and 
CoUedge for the tyme being, that if they so please, they may 
be present at the examioatione and admiasion of such apoth^ 
caries, to exercise their said trade of apothicarie. And it is 
to be provided that the Magistrates of the severall cities and 
bui^ha, and the sheri& of the re^>ecti7e counties in Scotland, 
sail and may be empowered, at their discretion, &om tyme 
to tyme, to give to the said President and Colledge for the 
^me being, or their assignayee sufficiently authorised in thai 
behalf under their oommon seall, such dead bodies of male- 
&CtoFB executed, as they shall desyre, for making of diaseo- 
tion and anatomie for the use of the Colledge. 

This project for the Colledge was nuunly manadged by 
Doctor George Purvass, a man of great parts, and of much 
boldness and vivacity of spirit, and who was of a pragmatick 
temper, and did not spare charges nor piunes for to accom- 
pli^' the designe. We shall see how it was 8t(q>ped, and upon 
what constderatione it was layed aside by the undertakers. 

The opposition did mainly arise irom the citie of Edin- 
burgh, and thro their influence the rest of the Borou^s of 
the nation, pretending ane incroachment upon their libertiea. 

The Univernties were likwayes stirred up to oppose it^ 
upon the account of their priviiedges, which they alledged 
would be inMnged thereby. 

The Chirui^iana thinking themselves injured in that they 
were debured from practising Medirane, and the Fl^eitiiuu 
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vere allowed to practise Chirui^erie, were exceeding cla- 
mouroue, and made nian^ enimies to the pntject 

The eity of Glasco baring ane Charter granted in (he be- 
half printip^y of the PhyBitianee in the place, with the 
Chinirgians and Apothecaries therin, whereby, they are eonr 
powered, with inspection over the abuses committed, in any of 
the three Professions, within the bounds of thnr precincts, did 
joyne to oppose the designe. Wee shall see what orertures 
were made for the accomodation ; but, in the first, it is fitt 
that wee give ane account of the priviledges of the Chirur- 
gions in Edinbui^b, because they were the first movers, and 
the intertainers of the opposition that did att last put a stop 
to the projecte, and we shall then remarks the difficulties 
that did make this project so unfeasable as it proved, that it 
may appear our Colledge was erected upon better grounds, 
and a surer foundation. 

The priviledges of the Chirur^ons, as they are extractit 
from their own writts, are founded upon ane Act or Seal of 
Cause granted by the Provost, Bailies, and CounBell of 
Edinburgh. <

Edin. I3th May 1691- 
1. — Reverend Sib, — I ame glad to hear from Doctor Izet 
that you are in good health, he told me of two whales came 
in at ColroBs shortly. I muBt entreat yow to putt your 
nephewon it to gett me the best account of them. The 
Doctor sayeth the Schoolmaster can give the best descrip- 
tion, — if Mr. Creigh or any other ther can helpe to it, I pray 
yov cause speak to them. I would be informed of ther 
shape, the figure of ther bead, the number of ther fins, and 
whether they had teeth both in the under and upper jaw,

Whither ther vas any sper- 
macety in ther heads, — if any thin^ was gotten in ther sto- 
mach, — and the shap of ther stomach, the lengthe of ther body, 
and some of the bones tovard the taiie. would be sent If 
they be so that they may be worth the Neing, I would come 
over on purpose to sie them, but it's lyke your answer will 
BatiB6e my curiosity here. I wish yow all happienes, and I 
am.

ACCOHIT FBOM ALXZB. DKAYBDALE, ONE Or THE CIITTEBB. 

The name of it is a fine fish, the shape was much like ane 
mane swine, the head of the same species, the number of the 
fins were fyve, two on every side, and ane email one on the 
back, they had teeth both in the upper and neather jawes, 
on the tope of the head there was about ten inches of pure 
&tt, and in the eye faoll there was about a fbott and ane halfe 
of fatt, even to the very tongue roots, the teeth wer of a 
like bignesse, none of them had balen, both of them had a 
like t«e^ : he can give noe accompt of the spermaceti, onely 
the head was full of brains, part thereof being bronisfa colored 
and not fott, they were, the one was three fathoms and some 
more, the other two fothoma ten foot, the collor of the fishes 
were like to a speckled horse smoth without scales, the leane 
of the fish was like to leane beaffe, the shape of his bodie 
was like to an other whale, the head was great at the craige, 
and drew narrow at the mouth, some what long jawea, have- 
ing in the upper jaw thirtie teeth, and betwixt every one of 
these there was a voyde to receive the tooth in the neather 
jaw, his eyes wen directly like ane cow's eye, placed in the 
upper part of his head, his tenth was eight ells, he had a 
great fine on his back about ane ell and more of lenth even 
up firom his back, with a fine in every side of his bellie : his 
bellie was white as snow, the rest of his bodie was blackish 
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colored, with a large white spot on each shoulder, hia vii^a 
was as Inge as aoe mutchen stoope, and neer ase ell of lenth, 
not see white as the bellie, oor jett soe black as the rest of 
his bodie, the taill had lairge whyte spotta on each syde.

Wharton, p. 234, yow will find there ex Bibliotheca Cottoni- 
ana, Titus, A. 19, Charta Turstini Aichiepiscopi, de Conser- 
raUone Roberti Episcopi St Andreani, by which it appeareth,

I ame glad to find that 
your af^re hindered it. I am informed ther is one ct^ie of 
the Acts of the General Assembly in the Bibliotheca of the 
Old CoUedge, (if I remember well), of Aberdeen ; another 
was in the Bibliotheque of the Earl of Crawftird, and a third 
in the possession of the Viscount of Tarbet, now priucipall 
Secretarie. I cannot find any, can give any satis&ctorie ac- 
count of the grounds of Buchanan^s asserting the use of the 
English Liturgie by our first Reformers, though others, as 
well as tbesofyour syde, are inquisitive to find it out I re- 
member it was told me one of the copies of the Assembliee 
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Acta came tiie \eag& of I think 1616, others 160!!, to ona 
was more compnhennre then the other, thoug^h I learned 
not which was the more perfiact I have seen some minute 
of the most ancieot of them. S''- James BaJfbur in the first 
yollnme of hia annalls, setts down the articles of the treatie 
betwixt the Lords of the Congregation and the English, but 
sayes nothing of the Liturgie, for, sayeth he, the Scots was 
aot resolved yett what form they would follow. I ame 
oblidged to yow for the account yowgire of the Treatise 
anent our Independencie.

HoyouBED AND Beab Sib, — I send you along with this, 
what things you desired, by Mr. Alexr. Maxwell, Chaplain to 
my Lord Pollock, who will call fi>r them, and the Gothish 
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ring', and the nuil itone whidi you bare, Then you hare 
taken the fi^urea of any of them you think voith your while. 
What comes now, is a ipoon of a mixed mettall* which 
wvs found with the Roman coin of Faustina, which I let 
you see, in Cuningham, in the paiigb of Sterenaton, a litle 
from the ahore, about a mile from Saltcoats, to the wuth. 
There are Ittle blowing hills of sand tbtre, and by the blow- 
ing of the sand, there be^n to appear somewhat like the 
miaa of a building, and its here wher thij) spoon was gote 
some years since. 

The Patera T had fi^im our learned friend, Mr. Lhayd, 
who told me be turned [it] up just beside Arthur''s Oven, by 
the shape and cotlour, he was peremptory it wte Romao. 

I send you likewise part of a fibula of silver or mixed 
mettalJ. This was gote within a mile of Fort Glasgow, by 
the &lling of a brae, and with it a coosiderable number of 
Saxon coins, severall of which I have. 

I send you likewise a bitt of that black matter, which you 
take to be artificiall, and made up of gumms, that you may 
compare it with yours, for, if I mistake not, its of the same 
kind. I had it with severall other fiints and blen stones of 
noe r^^ar ligure, which wer in the bands of [a^ woman 
that made use of them as a charm. She boyled them in 
watter, and poured out the watter within a litle after it came 
to the boyl, (as a libation to Satan noe doubt), and theo put 
a second watter on them, and let it boyl a little, and poured 
it of for use, riz. a soveraigne to all poison, pains, &c. The 
watter, she told me, would be of noe use, unless the first wer 
poured out 

The stone (cornelian) with the Roman inscription utere 
felix, was turned up by a plough at the foot of a tumulus in 
the parish of Kilbride, in the shire of Lanark, upon the litle 
rivulet called Kittock. The countryman that found it toM 
me that it was a ring, which when he lift up fell all in bitts. 
The snail stone was found in the fields, about half a mile 
from the forsaid place. The Gothish ring I can give you 
litle account of, I was told it was found somwher beneith 
Stirling. I tho't it proper to give you all I knew about 
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what I send yon, and I expect your tho'to upon them all, 
with all your late discouerye and accompts, by post Ther 
is nothing I yalue more thaD your kind correspondeDM. I 
cannot hut return you my hearty thanks for your valuable 
present of your History of Fife and Einrosae. I hare 
not yet gote it pemsed, but I expect very much pleaaure 
in it. 

If ther are any of your Roman curioeityB that are perfiectly 
doubles, or any natural products that you have douUes ot, it 
would be a new obligation to aend me some of than to aug- 
ment my email collection.

Dovglas only Deponing that he did beat, whose 
Tesdmonie should be Suspect and have been taken Cum 
Nota, She deponing that he did beat her also, thus making 
her Self a partie ; as also that she manifested a Difficulde 
and oncleamess in purging her self of ill viU tovards the 
Doctor. 

As to what . . . Burn depons that he did turn about his 
Wifee Arme, and throw her over a trunck can not be called 
Beating, nor doth the Law forbid a Husband (tho Living on 
his Wifes Bents) to hold and Bestrain her hands, upon that 
aocompt insolent, or to turn her off when offering Violence, 
and if so she chance to fall, it is but an accidental punish- 
ment of her Audacious insolence. 

Yea tho the Battrie were proven, yet Oppons great and 
daring provocations,not only by most Opprobrious Language; 
Cursings and imprecations ; But also by the greatest Indig- 
nities, some of which the Doctors Wife has leatlie Acknow- 
ledged ; But tho the Battrie even without any provocation 
were proven; yet not proven to have been frequent andattro- 
dons, ought not to infierr a Beparut Aliment And tho prov- 
en to have been frequent and Attrocious, yet oppons Subse- 
quent Cohabitation. 

As to the Alleadged Maltreatment in Diet, it is answered 
for the Doctor that his Wife had no Reason to complain, 
se«ng according to Agreement before Marriage the Doctor 
was to live upon her Rente until he could free, and bring in 
his. Tho she should thereby be stnutned. He in the mean 
time contenting himself with her Diet ; let her order it as 
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she pleased, she causing Serve the Table vith Smal bread 
and bring in the drink in smal Meaeores, as is known she 
vas vont to do before her Marriage, so that the Doctor was 
rather Stinted hy her, thus observing her former narrow 
Method in Furnishing the Table, nor can she with a Safe 
Conscience say that for a Year before she deserted the 
Doctor when all that time she wilfullie absented herself 
&om his Table, that he stinted her in her Diet ; But on the 
contrar he having carved the meat, caused first present it to 
her, to take what she pleased thereof, yea often Oblidged her 
to take more, as she hath leatlie Acknowledged : As also ho 
caused Change that Sort of Smal Bread in to a better pa he 
can make appear by the Accompts payed for bread and that 
there was no Scarcitie thereof; Nor was she Served with 
Drink by Measure, untill she upon a designe to save her 
Daughters Aliment absented her self from his Table, and 
then she had such an allowance, as before her Marriage, she 
served both her selfe & daughter with, nor can she with a 
safe Conscience say that more Meat or Drink was denyed 
her at Meals, or what she had betwixt Meals was not Al- 
lowed and payed, neither did she want Bottles of the Queen 
of Hungaries water. Bmndie, Sugar, Sweat-Meats; and 
Money, as Accompts payed or allowed do instruct. 

As to that she was obliged often to Dine on Bread and 
Drink, in this . . . Dowglas is Testis Singularis, oor can 
she say that she was obliged so to Dinne, except for a day or 
two when the Doctor could not Comtnand Money, and then 
she chused to go abroad and Dinae with a Freind, but tho 
it were True that her ordniar Dyet bad been but Bread and 
Drink, the contrar of which she attests herself (for she 
knows the Table was fumishned with Flesh four days, and 
with other Meats three days a week.) Yet it can be made 
appear that after she obtained too great an aliment, to her 
Daughter the remainder being but 400 pounds Scots, of house 
Rents, &om which (even aModerat allowance ; being grant- 
ed, for reparations, Stents, deficiencie of Tenants, house 
Bent, Servants fees, Cloaths, Coal, Candle, & Washing, 
there will remun but 156. pounds, for Dyet, which will be 
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found to affbord per annum, but Bread and Drisk, and that 
but ftpareinglj, to four in Familie, \or doatb the Law oblieege 
a man to maintain his Familie beyond his Rant, or even to 
give Bread and Drink to his Wife, wtuch wilfully absente 
her sdf from his table. 

As to her aUeadged want of doaths, the Merchants and 
Taylours accompts payed prove the contrar. And as to the 
denying her a Servant, . . . Russel depones. That the 
Doctor payed her for her service, for some time before Mer- 
tinmas 1701, nor was he obliedged to hire her for his wife 
after the said Term, she having then deewted him, and when 
before that, if at any time a Servant was wanting, he can ad- 
duce them that supplied Uiat want, until a servant was got, 

As to what . Russel depones anent the Docton 

Laying up his victuals, she is 'Testis singularis : but suppose 
that when the Doctor's wife deserted him, and thereafter in- 
vited him to Lodge with her and her Daughter, until he 
could conveniently take Journey North, that he had been 
obliedged to lay up his Victual else where, his Wife not per^ 
mitting them longer to be laid up with hers and her dau^- 
tere, it will be found, that he being then a lodger, she had 
no reason to complun thereof nor can she say that then at 
any time before, he refused her his Table. 

And as to what is Deponed anent the Doctors keeping the 
Money, it is answerd, that he gave her the keeping and 
management of it, and notwithstanding of her negligence, 
continued the same with her until she was pleased to commit 
it ^ain to his Care, and even then, when at any time he could 
not fiirnish her with Money, what ever she eiUier uplifted 
from the Tennants, or borrowed from others for buying of 
Cloatha, or other necessaries he allowed or payed it ; as she 
cannot deny, and can be made appear, she than thus com- 
manding Money, how could she want meat and Cloaths P 

Hence it is evident that the Doctors wife ought not to 
hare had an Aliment allowed her, she having without any 
Just cause deserted him, and having spread malicious Calum- 
neies, not willing to tell the true Cause, which was that he 
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Tonld not continue to entertain her at a aepaiat Table with 
her Daughter, and so save her Dau^rten Aliment, vhidi be 
was not obliedge to do, nor could he ; the smal remaining 
Rent, not being Sufficient to maintain his Familie in Gdiuf 
burgh, baring considerablie run himself in debt, in maintain- 
ing it beyond his Rent, be resolved to remove with bis Familie 
to Aberdeen, where he might live easily ; but she refioaing to 
go with htm, removed with her Daughter, & he being willing 
to ^ve her again the management of the Rents, and that it 
should not be said that his Son was an hindrance to her co- 
habiting with him, be chuse at her desire to turn bim aat 
at the Familie ; tho (as she most confess) he never proved un- 
dntyfuU to her, yet after she had upon these Conditions 
agreed to return home, by most wicked and pernicious coun- 
sel, she would not, whereupon the Doctor Legalie requiring 
her, upon her refusal, protested that he should not be Lyable 
for an Aliment 

Notwithstanding of which, upon a Clamorous and Calum- 
nious Bill given in by her, tiis Lords ordfuned my Lord 

to modi£e lui Aliment to her for bygons, 

which his Lordship did ; ordaining Four hundred merks to 
her per annnm out of Six hundred, and making the Doctor 
personaly Lyable, notn'ithstanding that be recli^med against 
the exorbitancie of the aliment, as being more than what his 
Lordship had ordained her by an agreement (broken by her 
Advocat) alledging also that he ought not to have been made 
personaly Lyable : in respect he neither could, nor bad, uplift- 
ed the bygon Rents, (his wife having arrested them) and also 
oflered to Assigns, and make furthcoming for her payment, 
what she had not uplifted of them. 

Nevertheless his Lordship without any regard had, to 
what the Doctors Wife had uplifted of the bygone Rente, 
and what hy the foresaid agreement, she had possessed of a 
Locality, ordained the Doctor to be personaly Lyable ; So 
that thereby he was made to pay more than the Four hun- 
dred Merks decerned, which when he could not pay on the 
precise day, she caused the next day denounce him, and in a 
Trustees name did give in for the Gift of his Escheat ; And 
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when under comnnming he had made payment with the same 
Money, expeded the Gift. 

Thus moumftdly Treatiiig ha Husband, making him suff^ 
vant two yean, by arresting her Rents, knoTin^f that he 
could not uplift his own, they being Morgaged. At laat, when 
be could no longer hold out, ehe forced him either to want 
Bread ; or accept what Allowance she pleases to give. And 
to obliedge himself not only not to oppose tlie passing of the 
Declarator of his Escheat, But also when passed to Ratifie 
and Cooiirm it. Thus canying of to her Daughters Tocfan- 
what belongs to him by his Jus Mariti, which were better 
Employed in freeing any smal Estate he has, for her Behoof 
after his Decease ; and in the meantime to help to make up 
and Reimburse what her Daughter hath got off her Estate, 
in part of her Tocher. 

Thus the Doctor being Starved into Composition, was 
NecessitBt to Signe the foresaid Obligation, hoping that the 
Lords would not find cause for passing the Declarator of his 
Eadieat, in respect that his Wife as said is, having no just 
cause to desert him ; and bo ought not to have bad an Se- 
parat Aliment, and one so Exorbitant ; and he not having 
uplifted the bygone Rents, (by uplifting of which he could 
only become her Debitor) and haviug offered to Assigne and 
make them furthcoming ; ought not to have been made per- 
aooalie lyable, nor for making Payment so distressed ; in re- 
gard by the finvsaid Agreement as said is, the Doctors Wife 
had possessed a Localitie of the bygone Rents and before 
Arriestment also uplifted part of them ; and so the Doctor 
as said is, was made thereby to pay more then was decerned. 

In fine to Summ up all, it is manifest that the Doctors wi£e 
had no just cause to desert him, for tho the alleadged Battrie 
were proven (as it is not) and tho it had been without pro- 
rocation, frequent and attrocious, yet it could be taken off 
by subsequent cohabitation. 

And though it were true, that she had had but Bread and 
Drink for her ordinare dyet, and that sparingly, could she 
justly complain, the Rents (by her procuring so great an 
aliment to her dau^ter,) not being Sufficient to affoord a 
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better Diet; and tho tbey had been Sufficient could she 
cntre it, Seeing the Law doth not allov any, to a Wife 
which without just cause, but onl^ out of a covetous de- 
fligne to save « Daughters aliment, absents her self from her 
Husbands Table. 

If then, by being oblidged thus to Viitdicat bis-own Good 
Name, his wifes shall thereby en&er, the Doctor will be 
heartily sorie, (wishing it had been possible to have done it 
otherwise,) he alwayee considering her to be his Wife, tho 
Btil Unduetifall.

an old copy of the Begiam Mtgestatem, and other treatises 
of the andent Laws of Scotland.

I would haive them come doun with ye plate, (which I 
hope yow will eend as soae as possible) : take care in ye 
packing of them, theat thay be no ways bnised, for if they 
be they will spoil my candels. I put yow to this trobel, 
those things being here nather so good nor so cheep. I ame, S'.

who bad been at Pentland with the honest party, but now 
it seems he was about to nuke his peace with the Govern- 
ment : this man knowing that about six o-clock at night, Eers- 
land (who had his chamber then in a more quite house) used 
to come and see his Lady, then seik, the said Cannon ac- 
quainted some persons herewith, who went and told Rothes, 
who procured ane order from Lauderdale, at that time in 
Scotland, to apprehend Mr. John Welsh, who was said to 
be keeping a conventicle in the Lady Eer8land''B chamber. 
That ni^t the order was procured, a Lady of quality, then 
in company, assured Lauderdale, that there could be no 
truth in that, because she knew tiiat the Lady Sersland 
was very ill of a feaver, which made Lauderdale ^ve or- 
ders that no disturbance showld be given to the seik lady, 
if there were no conventicle there. Accordingly, the party 
came to her lodging, and finding no conventicle, the Com- 
manding Officer was about to retire, having craved the 
Lady Kersland's pardon for troubling her in her present 
circumstances: but one of the company having informa- 
tion from Cannon of Mardrocket, that when any percon 
came into the chamber, Kereland used to step in behind 
the bed where his Lady was lying, the said person having a 
torch in his hand, said he must search the roome better, and 
accordingly went streight to the place where Kerelond was, 
and brought him owt, and calling him to surrender his arms, 
he answered he had no arms but the bible, which he took out 
of his pocket, and said there was eneogh there to do their 
turn. This man was said to be one Murray, who, within 
two or three days, went madd, and in his distemper roared 
on the thoughts of what he had done in taking Kersland. 
Accordin^y, Kersland is taken away prisoner from his lady's 
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bedside, who, when she wu parting with him, doyred hhn 
to do nothing out of regaird to her or her diildreo that 
might wound hie conscience, citeing that place of scripture, 
no man having putt his hand to the plea^ and loddng bade, 
ia fitt for the kingdome of God : he was immediately carried 
to the guaird, and thence to the Abbay, where a counsel! 
was called that same night to examine him^ who owned the 
appearance at Pentland as and was imme- 
diately imprisoned in Edinburgh a quarter of a year, and as 
he was going away to prison, Hothes asked him what it was 
that his lady said to him when he left her, he having for- 
gotten, being in a hurry, said he did not well remember. 
Rothes replyed, that she exhorted him to cleave to the good 
old cawse, (for he cowld not hll upon the same words of his 
informer), and smd they were a sweet pack altogether. From 
Edinbrough, be was sent to Dunbritton Castle, where he lay 
seven quarters of a year, and from thence, was tTMisported 
to Aberdeen, where he lay in prison a quarter of a year in a 
cold roome io the winter tyme, without any fire, and then he 
was brought south, and sent to the Castle of Stirling, where he 
lay seven year*, and from thence again, he was sent to tbe 
Castle of Dumbritton a second tyme, where he lay till Oct'. 
1677, about which tyme the counsell confined him to Irving 
within five myle of the Keraland howse, but he had some 
litle tyme allowed him to transport himself and bis fiunilie 
(who then stayed at Glasgow) to Irving, so about the end 
of October, he came to Glasgow to his Eamilie, and many 
honest peofde visiting him that night, as he was conveying 
home the Lady Caldwal and her daughter, and returning in 
company with Robert Hamilton of Airdrie, they were both 
apprehended by some of the King's life gward, who then keept 
guard in Broom's house, in the Candleriggs, and was keept 
all night in the gward house. Major Cockbum, then com- 
manding officer, was willing to let him go, but detained till 
the Arch-Bishop's pleasure should be known, who ordered 
Kersland immediatly to the Tolbuith of Glasgow. The 
Bishop mounts immediatly for Edinburgh. The Lady Kers- 
land was advieed to go also to Edinburgh, lebt the Bishop 
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doold gire misinibnnatioii about Keraland In the mean time 
that teiiible conflagration at Gla^ow, anno 1677, h^pened to 
be, and tlie Tolbuith being in danger, the people took out the 
piiaonen, among whom Kereland waa liberate, after he had 
been nov ei^t years detained prisoner in the sereral prisona 
above mentioned. Bnt yet he was thinking of delivering 
himself up again to the magistrates of Glasgov after the 
commotion about the fire was over. But upon mature de- 
libnation vith his friends, and having some accovnipt of the 
Bishop's misin&nnation &om his Lady then at Edinbrough, 
he resolved to abscond, and went up and down the countz^ 
all that winter countenancing the preaching of the Gospel), 
and commnniona which were keept in the Helds in some 
places the summer following, until about August 1678, when 
he vent back to Utrecht, hie old retiring place, and stayed 
there untill the day of his death, which was the 14 day c^ 
November 1680, when he finished his course with joy, and 
tiji asleep in the Lord. Robert Hamilton being present a 
little before his death was encouraging him, and saying he 
would yet be spared, and be and another Caleb who answer- 
ed that he looked npon that but as flatterie, for, said be, 
what is a man before the Lord ? Yea, what is a nation but 
as die drop of a bucket, as the small dust of the ballance, and 
before him as nothing, and less than nothing and vanity, but 
he said he would say this, that throu grace he had keept the 
poet God sett him at these 14 years bygone, and that he had 
not lifted on foot untill the Lord shewed him where to sett 
down the other, and in a very litle tyme after these words 
he was in eternity, and left a widow and five children in a 
strange land behind him, eight years befor the late happie 
Revolution, Anno 1688.*

MONCREIFF OF TIBBEBMALOCH'S DREAM; COKTAINED IK A 
LETTER TO THE REV. R, WODROW, 

According to my promise, I have sent to you this account 
of Sir J. Moocrdf of Tibbermaloch' s dream. 
• Wndrow* MSS. 
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The gflntleman was, by all who knew hint, esteemed to be 
eminently pious. He spent much of his tymie in reading the 
scripture, — his delight was in the law of the Lord. The 
character of the blessed man did belong to him, for in that 
he did meditat day and night, and his conrersation was 
suitable thereto, — ^his leafe did not wither, — he was btt and 
flurishing in his old age. 

Although the scripture was his only rule, and that which 
abo7e all things he regarded, yet he firmely believed that his 
dream was divine, and that it wad have its accomplishment 
in due tyme. 

A little before his death, which was September S7, i714s 
he was under impression, that the tyme was near at band 
when his dreame wold be fUlBIled, and frequently said, that 
although he was 86 years of age, yet, by the course of nature, 
he might live to see both our truble and the end tbereo£ 

He dreamed about 40 years before his death, not only con- 
cerning the providence of God about his church and people 
in Scotland, but over his church universall. 

It is my fault that I have cot mynded [that part] of his 
dream which concemd the church abroad, but that was oc- 
caffloced, partly, because I am no great regarder of dreames, 
nntill I be oblidged to notice them by their accomplishment, 
and partly we mor frequently discoursed on that part of the 
dream that respected ourselves. 

He was 3 nights in dreaming, and the manner is remark- 
able, for wher he left of the first night he began the second, 
and wher he left olf the Sd. he began the 3d. and in that 
night his dream was finished. 

He saw, the first night, a great comotion in England, no 
forroall battles but mobs, or as he termed them Tyke Tullyes, 
which spread through England lyke a moor bume, but at 
this tyme he saw no trouble in Scotluid. 

Therafter he saw in Scotland ane armie gathering in the 
north and advancing touard Stirling, which caused great fear 
amongst the people, and maney left ther houses and fled 
from before the army, amongest whom he was. 

Whyle he with the people who fled wer standing near 
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Stirling, (he named the place, but I remenil>er it not,) they 
all beheld the Northern army advancing tovards them on a 
little hill, and tfaer fear incresrang, they putt up ther de§ier to 
God for healp, and behold ane army from the vest appeared, 
at which his fear encressed exceedingly, judging them also 
to be enemis, but this army vent straight up towards the 
northern army, and he sau both armys engage, and the north- 
em army beat and fled away. 

He Ban the army that came from the west, face about to- 
wards ihe south as looking for orders, he looked also towards 
the south, and sau a man ryding thence towards the company 
that he stood amongest, on a whyte or grey horse, I cannot 
be positive, and when he came up to them he began to speak, 
but so as ane outlandish man doeth. He was not well un- 
derstood, yet he understood him, and he said I reproove you 
for three things, — 1st, for your security, you wald never be- 
lieve the Chaldeans wald come amongest you, but now you 
see they did come ; Sd, for your distrust, when they came, 
you feared that they wold never be driven from you, but you 
see they are, and youshal see themnomor; Sd, for your 
unbeliefe, you could not beleive that a German Ambaerador 
wold come to Nazareth, but he is come, and I am he. 

The Ambassador went towards the western army and dis- 
missed them, and he saw them retume to their homes. ' 

Then he saw a company of Clergymen stan^ng on the sea 
syde, and the sune was shyning on them, but the blink was 
wattery, lyk that befor r^n, and he thought in his dreame 
that they were Episcopall ministers. 

He beheld also ships on the Firth. 

Then locriiing towards the south, he saw a company of men 
ryding towards Edenbuigh, each having a croune on his head. 

He did also see a great meeting at Edinburgh for settling 
the aflairs of the Kingdom, and 5 or 7 wer sent to Holland, 
and they did fly thither through the air, and he did fly with 
them ; and when they arrived at Holland, he beheld a great 
light, and ther was great acclamationea of joy. 

He dreamed that fr^m Holland ther wer 2 Ambassadors 
sent to Rome, and they also did fly thither and he with them ;

when they came over the city of Rome, he beheld great dark- 
nes, but the Ambassadors appeared to him as stars shyning 
in the darknes, and he heard in the city fearfiill scricbea and 
howlingB. 

This is all that I can dbtinctly mynd, and have no other 
apolt^ for my forgetfulnes then what I have made. 

When he first heard of Sacchervul mobe, he told me that 
they, wer the begening of the accomptishmrait of his dreame, 
and er long, our troubles wald begine in Scotland. 

This dream I told to many Ministers several! years befiw 
hisdeath, whose testimony, ifneediul,maybehad. Thisfrom, 
Brother and Sir, your Friend and Servant,

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LETTERS FROM THE REV. R. WODROW TO LORD QBANOE.' 

March S4, 1736. 
1. — I see bj Uie Deosepapen Mr. Redpath b dead. I wiih 
meana were &Ileii on to recover our ABsembly registers, which 
were io his hands, and which, I was told, he was to bring 
down with him last summer to Edinbui^h, He bad got 
them, as I learned, to make a little money of them here. But 
in my opinion, (your Lordship is a far better judge,) if they 
be onr records, and not copys as was giren out, they are 
the churches property, in whose hands soerer they be, — not 
that I would be i^nst a gratuity to his poor widow, who

He married MiM Macken- 
lie, a great boaoty, and a daughter to Mackeniie, a goldnnilh in the ParUa- 
ment Cloae, and got a lut deal of money with her ; hnt bii hallj baring 
Butched with nrj good tkmilyi, hit frienda and be began to look down on her 
beeaoae a tradennan'i daughter, though abe wai grand-daughter to an Earl, I 
think. Thii diualiifaction grew, till al length it came to terrible heighti, and 
he tent in a Higblandman, a gsrdooer of hi», to hi. Lady, whUe In bed naked, 
and bad two wilneuai hid in the room, to make an attMapt upon bar, that ba 
might proTB adultery, and get a dirorce. But iha chisaed olT the fellow : after 
■eieral altempU to poimn her, he lent her to a barren rock in the lea, with an 
cdd Highland man and woman, with commlHion that abe ihould ha»e nothing 
bat old muWy bread and water,— with orden to be bard to her. When ihe u.w 
ber life wai »aght, ihe troold take no meat they oifBred ber, and after three 
dayt fitting, ihe died in that barren rock. My Information may be Indlitlnctin 
Mme clreumatancei, hot, in general, I bear a moat fearful outcry of deriliah in- 
humanity exerciHid upon tbii young Lady."— For an Acooont of Iba Misfortune* 
of Lady Orange, vufe " Genealogy of the Hayea of Tweedd^"4to, Edin. IB». 
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I beliere needs it, but I &ett to think of our negligence in 
BO important a matter. I wish some care wer taken to pre- 
serre the vaiuable papera that wer in Mr. Redpath'a hands, 
as to our Scots history. If I be not forgot, I wrot to your 
Lordship befer that Mr Redpath told me when here, 1713, 
that he had my Lord Wari8toun''s diaiy in his bands, and 
perused it with the greatest pleaanre. That beudes much 
qiiritiiall soul exercise, it cont^ned many valuable hints at 
&icts, and the springs of them, no where else to be found. 
To recorer this, or a copy of it, from the secretary, wen my 
feet loose, and my health served me, I would willingly make 
a London journey. Forgive roe, my Lord, for foiling you 
with things, as they come in my thoughts. I know no body- 
has done, or can do so much for recovering our valuable re- 
mains as your Lordship. 

2.— Having the opportunity of Mr. Maxwell's coming in, 
as his duty is to wait <m my Lord Pollock home, I could not 
but signifie the de^ [sense] I have of your goodness and sin- 
gular fiiuour to me. I have gone tiirou my good Lord Pol- 
ton's papers, tho I cannot say I have perused almMt any of 
them, and sorted them the best way I conld. I find what I 
was extremly pleased to find in the bottom of the chest, the 
volume that was wanting Cor the original Calderwood, that 
is, the 5th volume, from the [16] 96 to King James his death, 
which he took special care oi^ and have laid it with the 4 
other volumnes my Lord fiivoured me with the loan of. The 
Glasgow copy, and a copy which now I have gote from the 
Coledge of Glasgow (it was designed for poor Mr. Redpath) 
in ez^ange, were very incorrect, especially in this last part, 
and I hope this shtdl set us right The pleasure of that use- 
ful! work being yet preserved in the original, was more than 
a balance to some disappointment I met with in going throw 
the rest of the pliers, where I have not yet mett with what 
I hoped for, tho ther are Beverall things which will be of 
no small use to me, I hope, in the Lives of our Reformers 
and their successors, and severall scattered hints as to Mr. 
C^erwood himselfe, and a great many papers which are in 
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the lai^e Historir, yet the billk are first draughts and collec- 
tiooB, and imperfect papers sadly erazed, of which little can 
be made. I would &in hope, that if fiirther searche be made, 
some other papers may be fiiUen upon that may make up many 
of thir that are incompleat ; and when my Lord Polton, t«> 
whom I repeat my most humble acknowledgemeDta, finds 
laizure, he may happen to hA] on. Meanwhile I hope, some 
time from this, to give some tolerable account of the great 
Calderwood. Since my last — which I doubt not you re- 
ceived — I had a short line from Ireland, in the time of the 
Synod, which I shall transcribe, that your Lordahip mar 
have all I yet know in this matter ; in a little time I may 
be in case to give you larger accounts, and yow will find it 
on the other side. I have sent a dozen of M'Bryde's pam- 
phlets to Mr. James Davidson to sell, whidi will give a toler- 
able view of matters before the Synod sat down. If your 
Lordship have glanced Niven*e case, it may come with my 
Lord Pollock's servant, when he comes west. There being 
some things in it which I like to cast up among ourselves ; 
which brings me to acquaint your Lordship that nothing is 
yet done at Glasgow as to Mr, Simpson. In the end of May 
he went to the country for his health. In June, most of the 
ministers about Glasgow were out of town at the goat-milk. 
Last week the Presbytery met and appointed their committee 
to have their remarks on his letter ready against their first 
meeting, the first Wednesday of August, and Mr. Simpson is 
ready to be present at that day. I pray the Lord may direct 
all important concerns in that matter. 

If it should happen to be the occasion of your Lordship's 
being in this country, (if your other afi&irs allow you,) it 
will be a peculiar pleasure to me to see you, where I hope I 
shall be in case to entertain you for sometime, tho' not as I 
could wish, yet I am sure the best way that I possibly can. 
I shall not have the pleasure of waiting on your Lordship at 
the Commission, since the harvest will oblige us to have our 
Commission (if the Lord wills) on the 14th August, when it 
will stand in need of much sympathy and concern. Were it 
not for this, (tho 1 be not a member,) I might probably have 
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been at Edinburgh, since riding, I find, agrees vith my 
trouble, vhich I am not altogether free o£ Meanwhile I 
will be fond to hear horn your Lordship at your laizure, and 
am, &C.

1. — Retebend and Dear Bbotheb, — I was glad to hear 
from you, and am very desirous to be with you, particularly 
upon account of a second professor, which, upon divene rea- 
sons, I sincerely wish for. It is true, the present ferment, and 
the drcumstances we are now in, are somewhat diHcouragin^, 
and have made me, however uneasy here, the more willing 
to stay hitherto, that I might contribute my mite to the pub- 
lie service, and use my endeavour for the church. But I 
entreat you may let me, at the Hrst occasion, hear from you, 
whether I shall come instantly west, in order to the follow- 
ing furth of the above design, and if you judge the present 
circumstances of affairs will allow, and I hope you shall find 
me ready to do what may be judged adviseable. The Par-

Ai«<nt I630.* 

Mr IjOrd, — The wonders which we do see in theee tymes 
do force me to give yow notice of what hath happened here 
at M ilane these two weekes, whereof that yow may know the 
trewth, I wil only tell your Lordship what I have seen with 
my owen eyes. 

There doeth appears a Spirit mort visiblie, or rather a Prince 
of many thowsand devills, which be thair pryde fell irome 
Heaven. This Devell hath takin the scheap of a man vpone 
him, and appearing to be about £0 yeires of age, with a brown 
bande, and reasonable longe. He is nather leane nor &tt,

Everie day he cummee abroad in a moat cofltUe coatche, 
waited on by 16 staflierB, all joung men without bairdes, in 
a bxT levery, adorned with Gold, Fearlee, and Jewelk, drawin 
by sex horses, then the which nature can produce do furer. 

Onr church, (to wit), the cardinall, with our Bisht^ and 
Senates, hawing done tbair uttermost inderore, both by tem- 
porall armes, to hinder such a boldnes, hawe crediblie found 
it to be deriU ; and I know that at first, it being euj^HMed 
that he nicht be a deceaver or Sorcerer, there were set !iOO 
men all armed with muaquete i he let himself be takin, but 
cumming near to the Prison, he maid himself invisible, and 
vanisched frome the Sergeant's hands. 

Moreouer, my Lord Cardinall, with the consent of all the 
chnrchmeu, did resolre that he sould be sent for to q>peare 
at die Town Hous to gif an ac«ompt what he was and did, 
and upon the 7th of August last, the Cardinal went to him 
to his coatch accordinglie, and apon the citation he promeist ' 
to appeare the day following, with condition that he sould be 
rsed according to his qualitie, and so there was set vp a glo- 
rious saite spred with ritch carpets of Gold and Silk. 

Being asked what was his title and name, answered he was 
Punch of Makkon. 

The next nycht followiDg the said citation, going before 
his comparition, he did spred much powder both in the hous 
and great place, knowing that there wold cum much preis of 
people ; whereby so many wer infect, that the nizt day there' 
deyed above sex tbowsand. 

Being conjured or exorcised, did answer 4 tymes^ and efter 
that he s^d it was gainst his greatnes to speak this much, 
bnt out of his beaignitie he hud answered hitherto, and heir- 
efter he wold do no more. So unles there cum greater au- 
thoritie againest him, (as many thioketh,) they can go no fiir- 
ther. Therefor a carier hath bein dispatched towards Rome 
to the P<^>e, to obtaise his Holynes authoritie. 

Meantyme this Prince Mammon maid a discourse of him- 
self fiiU of excellent mysteiie anent the blessed Trinitie, which 
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he said he haid seen with his eyes, go that be ha great learn- 
ing he maid all the Doctouris there to marvell at him, and 
having finidied this gpeach he went from the said houae to 
his coatch, and so againe to his palice, where still he doeth 
dwell. This Palace belongeth to one Signior Trevuici in 
the Romane Streit at Millane, hawing a gait etrenthened 
with S6 iron bands or haires. But this Prince oppned the 
same without aay difficulties, and now so holdes, (beeydes 
wther furniture), fortie bedds for himself and his court. 

The Lord of Trerulcio hawing hard heirof, came in from^ 
the countrie, (where hj reason of the plaigue he haid with* 
drawin himself), and went to this Prince Mammon and 
thanked bim that be haid thus honored hie poore cottage 
with his presence, whererpone the Prince drew out of his 
pocket a box of liquer, and giving to the Lord Trevulcio he 
said, I do bestow this wpone your Lordship, which jow a 
to keip as deare as your oweo lyfe, for taking of the liquor 
ererie morning one dramme you hawe to feare no plague, 
but be most saiffe, and may toudt the erills of such as ar in- 
fected. 

This Prince Mammon cumes sumtymes to such as ar even 
deying of the plague, and a^eth whither they wold be hull- 
ed, and wold to that end do what he wold hawe them to do, 
which if they grant, be presentlie doeth haill them, and if 
they refiise, he beats them till they die, as he hath done to 
many. 

Now we do expect more authoritie from Rome which we 
hope will cum this nixt week, and then I hope to give yow 
notice of incredible and extraordinarie things. 

The foresaid Prince schowes himself daylie passing with 
bis court throw all the streits of this citie, makis a great ex- 
penses in bis house-keiping, eating, drinking, and transform- 
ing hiBoself as he will to be visible or invisible. 

We beare albo of wther strange miracles done be our iadie* 
whereby fyve pereonee decessed hawe been maid alywe 
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the oylle of hir lampis.*

OBSERVATIONS BY LORD PODNTAtNHALL ON THE BIGHT OP 
A THIRD SECRETARY OP STATE TO SIT IN THE 8COTISH 
PARLIAMENT BY VIRTUE OF HIS OFFICE.* 

The question is : his Majesty having ft Secretaries who 
are both Feers,-!- and in that capacity are members of Par- 
liament, if he may grant a commission to a 3d person, (who 
otberwayes had no vote in Parliament), to represent him as 
his Secretary, and have the vote of that Officer of State 
during this Session of Parliament allenarly, and to order 
his two Secretaries to vote in their quali^ uid station as 
Lords: That the state of the case may be cleir, it^s fitt to 
remove, in the first place, what will not be denyed : Item, it

cretary got a temporary incompatible office, (each as to be 
CommissioDer to the Parliament), no doubt but the king 
might substitute on to hare the Secretarie's rote in that exi- 
gent ; but the precise point of the controrersie comes to this, 
vhen the Secretaries are still continued in the office, and no 
designe of laying them ande, and when they are present in 
the Parliament, and hes no office and trust incompatible with 
that of Secretary, and no other impediment why they may 
not represent in that station and capacity, if hb M^esty may 
notvithetanding, give a commisnon to another, who is not 
a member, to vote in Parliament as Secretary. 

Tho^ ther lyes no exception agmnst the gentleman named 
to offidat at this tyme, yet we most say, Amicita Plato, Ami- 
cus Socrates, ted rw^is arnica Veritas. The constitution and 
pririledge irf Parliament most pneponder all other conceraes, 
and its thought his Majesty by law can make no such nomi- 
nation. For, primo, this ware to multiply the Officers of 
State, and in place of eeven, he mig^t augment their rotes to 
SO ; and by this contrivance, we sie the Secretarie's office 
alone hee 8 votes instead of on, which evidently breaks the 
balance of government, and gives the royall praerogative 
too great ane ascendant over the Parliament : this does not 
hinder but his M^esty may put his offices in commission, 
(as at present the Treasurer's place is, and formerly the Clerk 
Begister's), but in that case, they have pot all votes, but only 
he who ie firet in the commission : so albeit the King has S 
Secretaries, yet my Lord Seafield, as being first in the office, 
lies only the vote, and if this ware allowed, then my Lord 
Chancelor being ane Esrle, he might be commanded to the 
Earle's bench, and another deputed to serve as President of 
the Parliament, which would give that office two rotes, the 
on to Marchmount as ane Earle, (tho'' etill Chancels), and

the other to the President of the Parliament, in case the 
Totea splited b^ iFquality, and the same coarse might be taken 
Tith the Earle of Selkirk, now Lord Register,* and so vith 
the rest. 

Sdo. This vara ane unpresidented practise, and the like 
can nerer be showea to have been so much as attemted, and 
in each casea a negative argument,' that its a novelty, and 
never done, is both prsegnant and concluding, especially wher 
their was oft occasion to have tryed it, but was always 
looked upon as contrare to law. 

Stio. This would funditus destroy the rule and setlement 
made by King James and the Parliament in 1617, wher, 
amongst the uaprinted Acts, the number of the officers of 
state is setled ; and to hinder any fiirder incroatchmeots on 
the rights of Parliament, it's ezpresly declared, that they 
shall not be augmented by deputation, division, nor any 
other manner of way ; which last words excludes all con- 
trivances, and particularly this now fiillen on to give them 
mo votes then their number extends to ; so that, let the King 
have as many Of&cers of State as he pleases, ther can no 
more have vote or place in Parliament but only 7, and the 
contrare ware fra-udem Ugi facere, which ware a strange im- 
posing on thosse who haue the legislative power themselves, 
who most be presumed to be brdest of any from circumvent. 
ing just and Bq^itable laws, so antient and weill observed by 
indirect methods and contrivances.^

gote them read. Ther is wanting, the paper Mr. Renvick 
gave to some friends when in prison, and a part of Mr. 
Shields* viiidicatioD of the grounds of Mr. Renwick's suffer- 
ings as to the head of disowning the Duke of Yoric's au- 
thority,— I wish you may look throu what loose papers of his 
yon hare of his, and it's like yon may &11 apon them. There 
must be considerable allowances made for the time in which 
it was writt, when the heavy oppressions of the times had 
ld% a bitterness upon peoples spiriiB that led them to ez- 
treamitys, and to this I attribute several ezpreasioiis and re- 
Sections that now sound a little harsh to the like of me, that 
was not personally acquaint with these barbaritys. But 
really they contain a great many valuable particulars of 
matter of feet, and some very remarkable provideocee, which 
I can depend upon, from Mr. Shields' authority, and give a

In my opinion, ther 
are many abuses in this matter of that importance to mankind, 
that deserve the consideration of the Representatives of the 
country.

LETTER MR. JAUES STIRLINO, LATB MINISTER OF PAISLEY, 

TO HIS BROTHER. MR. JOHN STIRLING, MINISTER OF KIL- 
BARCHAN, GIVING AN ACCODNT OF HIS ARRIVAL IN INDIA. 

Bombay, in the £. Indies, 
Jan. 16, 1670. 
Mt Dbabest Brother, — Setting saill from the Isle of 
Wight, the 9th of Aprile, we arrived here the 3d of October, 
without touching any Land by the way, except loanna, ane 
Island in IS degrees of South Latitude, where by abundance 
of fresh provisions of flesh, foull, and fruits, at easy rates, we 
refreshed and recovered our men, severall whereof were sickly 
and BCorbutick. During this long voyage, I retained myformer 
health with advantage, and though at our first coming here, 
this place seemed unhealthfiiU, yet hath not mine been di- 
minished. This Island, about 9 miles in lenth, 4r or 5 in 
breadth, and 6 or 7 from the Continent, is excellently situ- 
ated in the Indian, Arabian, and Persian Trade, and though

boon hare for the English nation. The number of Engli^ 
men exceed not aoe hundred, and the other lahabitaoto beiaf 
of sereral nations, and of as many religions, or ratiier no 
religion at all, for tiiey are universalljr overflow^ with 
Atbiesm, Infidditf, and Idolatry, and Superstition. Yoat 
own people do bat very little recommend and adorn your 
profeasion, in bo much, by the more apparent ideas I have of 
this and other forrun places, I esteem the more of Brittain 
and Ireland, especially Scotland, nor can any ssfficieatly 
value his own happiness and goodness of the Lord, in ginng 
him his residence there, except he could see the Ignorance, 
Diabolical vorship, and profiiness of other places. Having 
(onaetly had opportunity to feel the pulse of many, and 
great aflurs at home, I am altogether nou in another world, 
while I know nothing thereof yet hath not that, nor my 
great distance, rooted, but rather wanned my ^eal ; for as he 
who lud the foundation will perfect his own work, so his 
cause and peo|de ly more upon my heart than ever. And 
I hope the Lord will yet give us such days as shall invite, 
yea, constrain my return, than which nothing is more d^ 
sired, nor would be more acceptable. Probably many may 
wonder at, and censure my coming hither, but ye know how 
little access I bad at my departure to serve my native country, 
in my capacity, and I still maintain my old maxim of prefer- 
jng ihe greatest hazard in serving the Lord in the remotert 
comer of the earth, to losing the rest of my days in Idls* 
nen at home, in greatest ease. To write to all my relations 
and friends, were but to expect the same things, and ther»- 
fore, as I hope they will look upon this as written to them 
all, so I beseech you assure them that this great distance is 
w &r from creating forgetfiilness of them, that it hath en- 
creased both natorall and christian aflfection toward them ; 
and as I shall always endeavour to remember them with the 
same desires unto God, wbidi I have myself so I expect the 
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like of yoa and of them all, for the circunurtances Therein I 
am, do require it, having setUed what concerns myself when 
I was at London with my brother, Mr. Robert I shall 
now trouble you with nothing concerning these affairs, nor 
trouble you with much more, though I know not how to 
break off, my heart being so full ; but as I shall omit no 
occasion of letting you know how it is with me, so ye can- 
not but know what satisfaction it would be to me to have 
the like account from you concerning yourself, my sister, 
and my other brothers, relations, and friends, and the state 
of all afiairs with you. Now he who made and redeemed you, 
preserve and guide you and all my dear brothers and sisters, 
with other freinds and relations, whom I heirby salute and 
remember with the same kindness, and for the same hq^

and bondage without the eaid Lords of Privy Council were

tocher, upon his finding caution to apply the same, for the 
use above-mentioned. And, therefore, craving, to the effect 
after-mentioned, as the said petition bears. The Lords of 
her Majesties Privy Council having considered the above Pe- 
tition given in to them by John Thomson in TurrifT, and 
John Thomson, jun. his son, under slavery in Algier ; and 
the santen, together with a certificate under the hands of 
Robert Cole, her Majeatie^s Consul at Algier, being read in 
their presence, the said Lords do hereby grant to the Pe- 
titioners, a general contribution to be collected within all the 
paroch churches within this kingdom, upon such days as the 
Petitioner shall appoint, after intimation at the paroch

Register being then Proveat, urgeing him to aigne what iJiey 
demanded, till the Lord Treasurer cum rp and reliered him. 
The Towne of Edinburgh being pressed to receaye the 
service booke, offered once to doe it, so they mi^t have men 
to read it to them, and they gave in a petition, that they 
might not be urged to use it till the rest of the boroughes 
did consent to the receiring it, and they Tould abstaine in 
the meantyme, from joyning in petition vith them ; they 
could have no answer, but that they must either receave it 
presently, or joyne with the rest, which they did, though it 
might then hare been prevented. 

The Councell, vpon this, was removed from Edinburgh to 
Linlithgow, and the Lord Roxburgh was sent home with a 
commission from his Majesty, and a proclamation shewing 
that no innovation in Religion was intended, but it was so 
&rr from setling the businesB, that they proceeded to more 
high demands then before, and of others then concerning 
the service booke. 

Therefter, the session being removed to Sterliue, and the 
troubles still encreasing, a proclamatiouQ was made there, 
expre^ng his Migestie's gratious intention and sincerity in 
Rdigion, and withall cbai^ebg ail men vnder paine of 
Treason to retire themaelis to their own houses, but this was 
encountered with a protestation, and no obedience given to 
the charge. 

After this they made a Covenant amongst thenuelres, and 
a bond of mutual aide for prosecuting their cause in esta- 
blishing of the Religion in that estate, which they conceaved 
to be the purity thereof^ and confirmed the same by an oath 
and subscription of all such as they could, by any means, 
draw to adhere to them. The ministers taking a liberty 
even out of the pulpits, to detract from the authority of 
Bishops, thereby to incense the people against them : and all 
guch of the ministers as would not condescend to their cove- 
nant, were, by the Presbyteries, either deprived, suspended, 
or silenced, for any feulte they could finde out (or, they say, 
could be pretended) against them.

Wee are sot mealy the geirants [of God]. Wee have 
not only proclaimed Jesus Christ King of Saints to . . . 
ng by profession, but desyre to submitt to him, vponn his 
oan termes, and to [injryte him to the ezerdee of his royall 
authority, in our hearts to follow him wh[ersoeT]er he goes, 
he haring of his oun good will entered into a covenant of 
grace with his oun poore servants, wee be assured that it is 
he that leadeth as unto Scotland, as he hath done in Eng- 
land and Irland, and tberfore wee doe, in the spirit of bro- 
th[erly] lotre and of tiie fear of the Lord, beseech yow to 
look about yow, for our Lord Jesus is coming amongst yow 
at a refinners lire and as fullers sope, and blessed are these 
in whom the least drame of sincerity shaU be fund. 

Wee have seen a paper directed to us from the people of 
Scotland, it having been publickly made knowen to ne, that 
first wee are deeyred to consider the lawfulnes of our com- 
ing to Scotland. Wee blesse God wee did that before wee 
came here, and aboundantly satisfied that we were brought

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hither by the Lord. Nay, many of us lying under tenta- 
tions of flesh and blood, still ^ing about to frame ezcusec 
to tacke us off this march, did find, that to have stayed be- 
hind had bein to have turned their back upon Jesus Christ, 
and to have depryred onr selwes of much sweet commnnion 
with God, that wee, through his goodnes, doe nowe enjoy. 
Wee hawe also considered by which yee goe about to weaken 
the ground of the parliamunt and oar superior officers, lead- 
ing us into Scotland, and must now give this return, that 
wee are still aboundantlie efitablished in this behalfe, that 
what the Parliament of England hath done in sending us 
into Scotland, hath been of absolute necessity to preserwe 
themselwes, least they be destroyed in the religion and liber- 
tyes which tfaey hawe been all endeaTOuring at so much coast 
of blood and treasure to purchase and preserue. And ther- 
for, by the vay, wee must needs tell yow, that wee cannot 
endure to heare them called a pretended Parliament, which 
wee desyre yow to tack notice of, that if yee writt to us 
againe, yow would epeake mor rererently of the authority 
of our nation, or ebe wee shall thinke yow will, upon every 
occasion, be readie to invade England, that yee may sett up 
ane authority that yee may call lawful. 

And lett us, in the presence of the Lord, fiirder assore 
yow, that wee faaue already examined our own consciences 
as before tlie Lord, and hawe a cleare assurance in oar hearts, 
that he will countenance us in this actioae, and that wee 
doe not break any covenant, while wee hawe suom befor 
God, angels, and men ; hot could be contented, (should wee 
not tberby idolize the Covenant), to march to any engage- 
ment with yow, (if called therunto by the Lohl,) with die 
Covenant one the tope of our picks : let the Lord judge who 
hath observed the ends of the covenant best, yow or wee. 
Yet wee acknowledge wee hawe not been the exact perform- 
ers, though not the vilfull breakers, therof Our consciences 
also beares us record wee doe abowe any thing in the world 
desyre the nnione of the two nations, and it is our prayer 
dayly, that these who feare the Lord in England and Scot- 
land may come under the hand of the Lord, and joyn together 
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in the adrancfltnent (tf the (dngdoine of JesiiS' Chriat, and 
throw[ing; downe] and trampling upon the seat of the beast 
Why should not Scotland as [veil as] England rqoyce to 
see the beast catt ? that vee might joyne together to [kill] 
the Thore and burae her flesh with fire. The Lord is our 
witnes, whome wee feare, wee come not to oppress yow or 
abed your blood, wee hawe prayed to the Lord agwne and 
Bgune to prerent it, wee hawe sent oar declarations of lowe 
to the people of God in Scotland : ther are amongst yow 
who doe (tho they pretend) luisuer, wee most injuriouslie and 
unchristianlye keepe from ther sight, nay most &lsly repre- 
senting ns a people come with intentions to destroy the poore 
inhabitants, and that they are left of our God to be destroyed. 
But wee hawe made our prayer to the Lord, and .... 
knowen before him ther sayings who have told the people of 
Scotland that God hes forsaken us, and therfor bids them 
persecnt ns, saying now, the sectaries dayes are [done.] But 
the Lord is still with us ; he is our refiige and a present heipe 
in trouble, reddy to be found : wee doe beleiwe the cry of the 
oi^ressedof Scotland will be [heard], and woe to thos who 
are the causes thero£ Oar quarrell is still against malig- 
nants ; the root heirof is now through the evill policy of sum 
stats men becom the ... of Scotland. Wee doe not 
quarrell with thes whose hearts are opright vith Jesus Christ, 
and fikithfiiU and loving to Enj^and, hot with thes who are 
most treacherous and &lse to both ; and therfore, wee dare 
not any of us, tho tempted therto by your papers^ be carnally 
ryse as to desert the caus and worke of Jesus Ciuist, in which 
hitherto wee hawe been so long and so miracnlously carried 
one. Doe not thinke that wee are men so veakly principled 
as to be persuaded, without the least strength of argument, 
to desert the interest of onr oon natione, and expose thou- 
sands of the precious saints of Jesus Christ to be trampled 
upon as the dirt in the streets, when the Lord is abound to put 
on ther bewtiftill garments, and to make them a prais in the 
earth ; or can wee (think yow) betray our superior officers, in 
whom wee all see so much of the sweet spirit of Christ, unto the 
hands of those whose mouths are <^»en yyde to devour them.

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Wee pray yow not to vaite for such a thing. The I^rd hath 
krought 118 hither by his prorideoca, and upmi him irith coo- 
fidenoe wee shall depend, tiU wee see a gloriou§ issue, vbicfa 
wee humblye and heartilye desyre may bee vitboat the eSu- 
eitme of any more blood, (if it be the will of God,) both upeedy 
and com&rtable to yow and us, that wee may retome with 
joy into England, and leawe Scottand lejoydng that ane 
English army hes been amongst than, which possiblie may 
be the sooner efiected, rer yow and wee suffered to confer and 
<^n our hearts one to another. Wee doe foelrawe much 
of the bittemes of spirit will be allq^ in our brethren of 
Scotland did they know how exceedingly wee are sclander- 
ed by the pens and tongues of your kinsmen concerning our 
rellgione and faith torards God, which tho' wee may not 
vainly boast o^ yet, according b> the Apostles directione, wee 
are ready to giwe ane ansuere to the meanest Christiaii . . 
. . . Scotland that shall demand a reason of the fiuth and 
hope that ... us with meeknes and feare ; and indeed 
wee account the best vay of contending with thes slanderers, 
is to pray the Lord to make our hearts in his statuta, that 
wee bee not ashamed ; that so wee sanctifying the Lord God 
in our hearts, and having a good conscience, they speake evill 
of us as of evill doers, may be ashamed whilst they &lsly ac- 
CUB our good conversatione in Christ 

And thus wee hawe in the [real] plainnes of oar soules 
opened our hearts to yow, our deare bre^ren, that foare the 
Lord, in Scotland, wher ever yee be found, whither in tiie 
heigheet councils or the poorest cottages, who though yow 
now be scattered, the Lord will in his due tym bring yow 
together, and build yow up as his jewels, and make yow ever 
vith those that feare the Lord with us, which the God and 
father of our Lwd Jesus Christ, and in Mm our God and

WoBTHiLT Honored Sik,— Havinge observed (in Uie 
^me of my late service of my deceased Mr. the noble Prince 
Henry, of never dyinge memorie,) the great estimalion held 
of your worthinee, which, by your &ire demainure, holds 
still the same lustre and grace, and accounting it not the 
meanest of my prosperities in that my serrice, (after so 
greate a loes,) to obtaine the knowledge and acquuntance of 
, divers worthle and worahipfiill gentlemen of your name and 
cuntrie, viz. Sir David Murrey, Mr. Tho. Murrey, and 
others, with my most deer and entirely beloved frend, Mr. 
Doctor Murrey, our Warden of Manchester, your worthie 
brother, whome I have ever found full of curtisies and full 
of frendfihipa, which, as I am yet plac't bo remote, I knowe 
not bow to requite, but with the iust respect of a most 
thankfuU acknowledgement : and beinge caet, (as it weare 
invita Minerva,) vpon a new occasion, instead of a requitall, 
I am constrained to set a doable value on my former obliga- 
tion vnto you all, by cravinge all your worthie aidee, and 
eqiecially your eelfe* as the most powerfiill and able ; and 
thougbe I wanted the ba|^ines of beinge soe well acquainted

It hathe been certified vnto mee, to the sollace of my soule, 
that since the vacancie of the Sea of Chester, (vhioh is that 
which my frends doe call mee on to make suite for,) it pleased 
hifl Ma"*, amongst other competitors for the place, to looke 
vpoa mee with his preventinge eye of Grace, much furthered 
thereunto by the motion and benigne aspect of his heighnes, 
oure most hopeful! Prince ; and as I hare no reason to tome 
my back rpon eo bright a sunn, soe hare I greate cause 
to shew myaelfe thankfiill to God and his Ma"* for the same, 
with humble desyer that his Ma*<* would be pleaded to shyne 
vpOD mee still, with his assistinge grace, till the work be 
perfected, which hath been so happily begun for mee.* 

I beseeche yow to take affiance of mee, that it is the im- 
portunitie of some of his Ma'^ best aubiects that are inhabi- 
tant within that see, which doe call mee on to sue for it, and 
not as transported by anie raine ambition or titular desyer, 
but for the better enablinge of me to perform those diuyne 
duties required, and which those cuntriee stand most in nrade 
of, as anie cuntrie of this Realme. I knowe that by it I shall 
be more exposed to the mallignant censures and turbulent 
surges of that diseased and unquiet Sea ; but blessed is bee 
that shall spend his lyfe and powers to doe good, and for the 
forthenmce of the true serrice of God., 

Suites are obtayned after dirers manners ; but aa th« 
Apostle saithe, Gould and silrer hare I non, snche as I hare^ 
I faeere tender to your rewe, which, beinge put in the bal- 
lance, may prove to be waightie, with consideration of theis 
tymea : Wee eateeme thosae Ffaiaitians best and most worthie 
<Kf jMrefonnent and trust, which, by the virtue of a long experi- 
ence, hare tryed the true opperation of their receipts. 
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1. Fint, my serrice in mudie perriU to th« late Queene, 
of funoUB memorie, being appcnnted Chaplen and Preachcv 
to hir beighnes Commissionen in the parley at Barbarough 
in the Lov Cuntries, anno 1588. 

S. Secondlie, my ten years service on Prince Henry, of no 
les &moiu then blessed memorie, rpon vhoge hearae my 
teares had still been sfaedd, had not oure Noble Prince Charles, 
in some measnre dryed them vpp with the brightnes of his 
gracious aspect tovards mee. 

3. Therdly, my paines in preaching for theis 30 yeares 
past faeere, in Lanchishyre, the Babell of his Ma"'* kingdome, 
wounded witb Poperie, which will not be cured without 
manie conflicts for the truthe ^^ainst the niinnee of this State, 
Jeraites and Seminar^ the venum of the Church, still cor- 
roding within the Bowells of this cantrie. 

4. Fourthly, my laboures in vrytinge made publique to 
the Wortde, and mnche censured by the malerolent ; and 
yet, (I thank God,) orthodoxall, and approved in the eye 
and hart of the Judiciooa.

The Vlaconnt Althoir and mj Lord 
John BoMall rode lubtime in an ancient hackney coach, behind which, wilfa 
mitre on head, and in full pontlBcal robaa, walked hit Oraoe Ibe LoH Arch- 
bithop of Canterbury, lurraunded by the implemenU and emblemi of tbe art of 
cobbling tolcs."

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APPENDIX No. I.— BoN-AccoBD. 

" The annes of the Citie of Aberdeene," saye James Gor- 
don, " are ane ^utcheone, or a feild gules, charged with thrie 
caetells argent ; S, of thes in the let aad 3d cheefe, the 3d in 
the 5th ; encloeit with a double tresser counter-flowred, with 
flower de luces argent ; supported with twa leoparda tauny ; 
the motto Bon-Accobd, a Frensh word, signifiening concord 
amongst the citizens. Thes armes were granted to Aberdeeo 
by David Bruce, King of Scotland, after that they hade re- 
gained the Castell from the Englishes, which they hade con- 
etantlie keept garrisoned from the tyme of Edward Long- 
shanks, quho is said to have builded it, or repaired it rather. 
Ther leader, in this attchevement, wes one Kennedy of Kear- 
muick, for which service his posteritie wer honored with the 
title and dignitie of Constables of Aberdeen, though that title 
and dignity be now prescryved."* A similar account is given 
by Bailie Alexander Skene of Newtyle,-}* and by Professor 
William Smith. The latter writes:— "Et Eduardus III, 
Abredoniam nrbem regtam, per sez continoo dies, flammis 
vaslavit, et solo nquavit, quia Bona civiom Concordia, et 
nnanimi impetu, complures Ai^ti qui Arcem illic manitam 
tenebant, et ingenti tyranoide oppidum turn temporis oppiime- 
bant, i fitntoribus Daridis Brussii cum ignominia ejecti fuer- 
ant : Qood fectum non minus inclytum quam opportunum, 
Abredonise titulum Bon-Accobd, mutataque Armorum in- 
signia, meruit^ de quibus Poeta : —

After the Reformation, when the offices of the Abbot and 
Prior of Bon-Aocobd were aboliBhed, the citizens seem to have 
kept the name in remembrance, hj bestowing it on the batt- 
queta with which they entertained visiters of distinction. 
Among the other troubles of hia age, Spalding records, that 
during the time the Marquis of Huntly was in Aberdeen, 
*' he gat no Bon-Acobd drunken to him in wyne,"-}- When 
James VI visited Scotland in 1617, a party of his courtiers 
repaired to Aberdeen, where Bon-Accord was quafied to them 
in most liberal measure. The following verses, from a poem 
on his Majesty's departure, by David Wedderhum, refer to 
this event : — 



" Nee satia hoc, isti sed dum prsludis amori, 
Illustres hue missi Equites sic se ore ferentes, 
Ut qui non ullia veterum virtute secundi, 
Scilicet his placuit Bona sic Concobdu (noatrte 
Limina urbis), nostris adacripti ut dvibus omen 
Firment, jam leges fatoram poscere gent«m, 
Utraque ut auspiciis gens his coalescat in unam.

In the Council Register, under the date 7 August 16SS, 
the following entry occurs : — " A Siluer Coupe send be Fen- 
dilberrie to the Councell. — The samen day, in presence of 
the prouest, baillies, and couasaU, conveinit in the councill* 
hous, compeirit Andro Meldrum, merchand bui^es of this 
burgh, and ezbibite, and preeentit before tbarae, ane Siluer 
Cup, with the coner, all dubilt ovir gilt with gold, hareand 
the townis armis with thair motto Bonaccdbd tharuponn, 
send, and propynit to the towne, be Thomas Pendilburrie, 
nerchsnd and citizen of London, in token of his love and af- 
fiMitioun to this burgh, quhairof he is frie gild barges: Quhilk 
cup the counsall thankfullie ressaived, and ordered the same 
to be put up and keiped smoogat the townis monumestis, 
aa a pledge of the said Thomas love and affectioan towardis 
thame." 

On the last Sunday of April, (or of July), 1638, Mr. 
James Row, Minister of Strowan, delivered, in St. Giles 
Church at Edinburgh, a singular barrangue known by the 
titles of *' The Red-Shankes Sermon," and " A Cupp of Bon-

sate in a Gallerie by themselTee, hee said, It may be that yee 
doe not subscribe the Covenant, because when ye came hither 
on your Cirill affaires, you promised not to subscribe it Re- 
member your owne proverb in buying and selling, (an Aber- 
den man may recant his first bargaine if he plrase) ; there- 
fore let me advise you to play Aberden mens parts, and take 
your word againe,* and goe home and drink a Cdf of Bon 
Accord, and join with the Kirke of Scotland, and sabecribe 
the Covenant,''t 

However reluctant the people of Aberdeen might be to 
adhibit their signatures to the Covenant, they certainly need- 
ed no entreaty to be zealous in draining the Cup of Bon-Ac- 
cord, or, in &ith, any cup which contained good liquor.^ In- 
deed the unwillingness to take the draught, was wholly on the 
ude of the Covenanters. On the iiOth of July 1638, a con- 
nittee of their number, (the Earl of Montrose, Lord Couper, 
theMasterof Forbes, the Lairds of Leys and Morphie, and the 
Reverend Alexander Henderson, David Dickson, and Andrew 
Cant,) repaired to the dty, with the view of detaching the in* 
habitants from the loyal side which they had espoused. On 
their arrival, says Spalding, *' the provost and baillies courte- 
ously salutes them at their lodgeing; offers them wine and ctm- 
fiM^ according to their laudable custom, for thur welcome : 
but this their courteous offer was disdainfully refuised, saying

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they Tould drink none with them, whjle first the Corenant 
vas snbscrived ; wherat the prorost and bailliee was somewhat 
offended. Allwayes they took their leave suddenly ; vaused 
deall the wyiie in the Bead-house,* amongst the poor men, 
whilk they so disdainfully had refutsed ; wheror* says the 
clerk with a worthy indignation, " the like was never done 
to Aherdein in no man's raemorie" .' -f- 

The same chronicler records, that no sooner was one of 
the commissionera, Mr. Andrew Cant, installed in the pulpit 
of the city, (September 1641 ,) than he began to " crye out 
against the magistrates of Aberdein, for makeing strangers 
burgesses, and spending the common good upon wyne, and 
other things superfluoosly.^l It was probably in order to 
avert or appease these clerical thunders, that the following 
ordinance was framed : — " 6 April 1642.— Bon-Accobd 
Coup gevin to the use of the Kirk. — The same day, the 
Gouncell gave and grantid thair Bomaccokd Sii.i'bb Cup, 
double over gilt, to the Maister ot Kirk work, for the use 
and service of the Kirk in all tyme comeing : Qnhilke Coupe^ 
upone the last day of May 1643 yeris, wes delyverit be 
Waltere Cochrane, deane of gild, to William Blackbume, 
Maister of Kirk waric, to be ezcfaangit be faim for uther 
coupis, for the use forsaid.^ 

The ancient usage did not, however, perish with the loss 
of the cup, but descended to the present day. The last to 
whom BoN-AccoBD was drank was Henry, Lord Brougham, 
and Vaaz. Since that time, indeed, it was proposed to make 
offer of the courteey to a distinguished guest, but, after ma- 
ture consideration, the Ma^strates having pronounced that it 
would not be expedient to invite him to the Town-Hall, it 
was unanimously resolved, that they should invite thrauelves^ 
— to his Lordship's hotel.

Hktbkknd Dbak Sir. — By la«t post, I have my brother''B 
of the 11th instant, in answer to what I wrote at your de- 
nre, with respect to the Minister of Aberbrothick Presbytery, 
who had made away with himself. 

Hia name is Mr. Thomas Watson ; he was Minister of 
St. Vigons, about two miles from the Presbytery seat. My 
brother writes he was of hie accquaintance, and knew his 
diaracter befor this. He writes he was bot of mean parts, 
but had some thing of a popular gift. He was nerer look'd 
on by serious people to be much taken vp with religion, and 
had a likeing to the other syde of the bouse, but was sober, 
and on good enough tearme with his Paroch, and with his 
&mily, — was keen in gathering the world, and has left more 
than twentie thousand merks behind him upon houses in 
Montrose and Aberbrothick. This temptation, according to 
my brother's information, was, (ab you heard), he had a 
nster who inclined to marry a man in that comer, and he 
was doing what he could to dissuade her it, and from being 
uneasie to the elder brother, whereon she cutt her own throat 
with a razor, and this was more than a year agoe. Upon 
this he turned melancholy, and continued so till he brou^t 
himself to that &tal end. When they found him, they fond 
in his breast a paper write with his own hand. Therein he 
desired that he should be buried in such a place of the church- 
yard, and that such a man should make his coffin, and that a 
hundred punds should be given to the poor. 

My brother writes, faes information for all this is good. If 
you desire any thing &rder, he will doe what he can to sa- 
tisGe you, but hopes youll pardon hes not writing directly 
to yourself, for he is much straitned of time.

— May it please your most ex- 
cellent Maiestie to remember that I haue once or twyce mud 
mentioun to your Muestie of my sone-in-lair, the Commissar 
of Sant Andrew's, qnho now hea been these two years Rector 
in the Vniversitie ; and as I sheu your Maiestie hes exercia^ 
ed ane publick profesaione in the Csnon Law, ordinurly heir 
without any gagea, only for your Muestie's honer, and his 
honest indinatione to learning ; and thereby, and be his pub- 
lick disputatiouee, as my depute Vice-Cluuiceller, hes con- 
queesit to himself suche ane repntatioD, as all learned and 
verteons men regnuts that his learning and raire vertewv 
should not reesaue ane illustre and sensible promotioune. I 
most say that nixt the promotioune of Mr. William Oliphant, 
to be your Muestie's Advocate, tber is none that will better 
lyke your people, not only for his learning, (quhich in his 
profesaone is inferior to none) but also for his integritie and 
efoldnei in his judicatorie, and the whole tenor of his lyfe.

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tionariea, I imagined they would torn to the betto* account

1. — I hade a letter from you with my three books of medals 
at John WaUange*8 shop, about a month ago ; I did not then 
see the carier, neither have 1 mnce met with any that I could 
trust with ane other book of the same subject ready for your 
peruaeing, but whenerer ye write with one of your acquaint- 
ance, I shall not fail! to send you what I think moat proper. 
I^e expecting a list of all your coyns, that what 1 send may 
be such as ye want. Dr. Richardeoii in his last gives me ad-

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viee that Mr. Lhwyd* ie returned home to Oxford. He came 
to Brest in France, where both he and hia comerade were 
taken for spjres and caried before the Govemour, who comit- 
ted them to the Castle without either examineing them or 
their papera, where they were confined for three weeks. 
Upon examiaeing their papers and fiadeing nothing of trea- 
son in them, he set them at liberty and allowed them half-ar 
crown a-day betwixt them for the time of their imprison- 
ment, but could not be prevailed upon to grant them a passe 
to Paris, and when he had wrilen to some of his friends at 
the French Court to procure the king's passe, but was d»- 
npyed, he thought it high time to return to Oxford.

He says Mr. Collin Campbell, Minister of Mnccam in 
Lorn, promissed he would resolve these Queries the best he 
could, and he sent him afterwards the Queries by your di- 
rection from Gla^Ow, and desired to send the answer of 
them to Mr. Patersoa, but it seems Mr. Faterson never heard 
from him. Mr. Lhwyd hopes ye will take some pains in 
tiLese particulars, and he presumes the Minister of Kilmichael 
and Lus, one of whose parishionere he tooke from Scotland, 
and face yet with him, would not scruple to do his part. He 
desires such returns as may be procured with all posable 
speed, because the Irbh vocabulary and catalogue of mano- 
■oripts are some of the first things he puts into the prease. 

He tells me also that Mr. Martin M*Martin is at present at 
London, and says he intends the publishing a Naturall and 
MoraU History of the Western Isles of Scotland, but it is 
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not yet in the presse.* Mr. Ray^s Methodus Plantarum 
RefbrmatuB is lately printed in Holland. Dr.' Woodward 
he* newly published a second edition of hia book, but he can- 
not yet find that be bes made any addition or alteration. 
He 18 told one other piece of his is intended agunst all that 
ever yet medled with Figured Fossils, but he knows not as 
yet how foreward that msy^ be, or whether in the presse or 
not He desires I may tell yoa that he receired about halfe 
a year after the date your oblidgeing letter, bat had not the 
good brtnn of seeing Mr. Lachlya Campbell, but recured a 
kind present of ane Irish manuscript from him. Sir Robert 
Sibbald ^ves yon his service, and says he longs ezceedin^y 
to hear from you. I have got some small addition to my 
coyns since ye was here. A gold Nero, wei^ng ane unce 
and a drop, ane other gold Nero, ploughed up in the south 
of Scotland, wei^iing near 4 drop, a dozen Roman pieces, 
six silver and six copper, £rom Dr. Richardson in Yorkshire^ 
with a small box of Fonils, three Roman Denarii found near 
Dundee, some brasse pieces of Antoninus Plus, Alexander 
Serenu, and Gordianus Pius, from a friend lately returned 
from his travels ; and I expect thirty-ux pieces more with a 
ship waiting a £ur wind from London. When ye think con- 
venient let me hear from you, and ye may always be assured

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W Sib, — Sir Jsmes Dalrymple of Killock intonan me, 
that there is a certaine acqnaiDtance of his in England, a vel- 
wisher to our establiahment, who is about to vrite the pre- 
sent state oi Britaine, and would be glade to be informed, 
and to have good documents and vouchers as to any thing 
that would make for the advantage of our caiue, in any nar- 
ration that will fall in his way, to make of our reformation. 
I gave him all the account I could, but it signified nothing, 
because wee have no registers, and for want of money, wee 
have not yet got these purchased, that wee find are in other 
peoples hands. But I, knowing both your zeal for the cause 
and that you are very inquisitive in things that are both 
curiouse and uaefiill, and particularlie in what concemes the 
bistorie and policie of our Church, I presume to write to 
you, to entreat you'l aaaist us with what accounts you can» 
especially as to these particulars, viz. when wee hade Hie 
first assemblie after the reformation ; and if you knew if 
there be any credible copies of the proceedings of it, and some 
following assemblies to be hade, which would clear many 
things in controversie betwixt the EpiBCOpall people and us, 
as whether there was any disparitie or preheminence amongst 
the mioisters of these assemblies, and what it was, or when 
that disparitie did creep in. I find in the assemblie 1638, 
the registers of assemblie from 1560 to 1568 approven as 
authentick ; but there is nothing of the matter of these as- 
semblies extant, unless it be in your copie at Glasgow, of 
which you'l acquaint us. See if you can also give any light 
when wee hade first any commission for plantation ; wee 
find some vestiges of them in the 1618, but no hi^er.

To know who were Moderators of these Assemblies, were 
of importance. 

2. — ^Reverend Sib, — I received yours, and I communed 
with Killock about the contents of it, and he was very sorie 
that he hade not mett with you when you was at Edinbu^h. 
He did not tell me who it was whom he was seeking to as- 
fflst with the materialls which he was desireing, only that he 
wae one who bore a good will to our establishment; but I 
find it is not Mr. Redpath whom you seeme to mention. He 
and I were both glade to find that you hare such a collec- 
tion of manuacripte that I hope may prove ugefull for clear- 
ing matters concerning our first tymes of Reformation. And 
now, since I hade yours, we haue got up from the Earle of 
Cromertie that old copie of the church regist^ which, you 
know, was mentioned last Assembly. It commences in 156S, 
and ends on Aprile 1593. He sayes there were other two 
years, viz. 1560 and 1561, which, he believes, he gave to the 
bookbinder and got not back, but he hes promised to make 
iuqnirie about them and deliver them up ; that raster (he 
said) also hade some assemblies after 1593, but the paper was 
so mustied with bad keeping, that when they came to be 
handled, the sheets fell asunder. There are leaves also tore, 
and others that are damnified ; however, as it stands, it is a 
good propine to the church ; he hes prefixed to it a narrative, 
tniely very accural and plaine, of our Reformation, in vindi- 
cation of it from the felse imputations of the tumultuariness 
and rebellion, and showa how the register was preserved by 
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bim, and taken ont amongst tlw reet of the chureh records 
and warrants that wen condonned to the fire in 1662, and 
therby it appears to be the very same ct^e that's attested l^ 
the G. Assemblie 1638 ; if so be, and that the characters 
giuen in that act 1638 be found to agree to this copie, and 
i^ by comparing it vith yoor copie at Gla^ov, and any 
other copie that shall be found extant, they be found to agree 
as to the years wherin they meet, what is wanting in this 
cq>ie may be supplied fi;om the other copies, and so wee may 
get something of a compleat register of those first Assemblies 
made up, and this were a work well worth the ptunes of the 
next euBueing Assemblie ; and I hare promises of assistance 
of lawyers and others here, as to the l^all way of doing of 
it ; and what papers you hare gathered together, will ques- 
tionless be of good use, either for supplement of the renters, 
orproof of their authentickness, and because I know you are 
both inquisitive in the matter of our churches ancient trans- 
actions, and very desirouse to haue the losses wee haue been

the next voucher of the truth of our Roister, I think, will 
be hade from the compareing such of the publick acts as are 
therein meatioDed, with the accounts of those acts as ^ven 
in onr histories of the Church of Scotland as you propose; 
and I hope in the meantyme, before the sitting of the As- 
semblie, youl be preparing what assistance you can to us

4. — Dbab Sib, — I send you inclosed the subscriptions of 
our presbytery of Paisley, for the advancing the noble design 
of propagating Christian knowledge. I am sorrie that they 
are soe long in coming up ; there wer some [of] oar number 
whose afiairs keept them from us for several! Presbytery days, 
and wee wer unwilling to send in our subscriptions till they 
were compleated. The quota is but inconsiderable, — five 
and twenty pounds sterling ; but the <nrcumBtaDces of some 
oblidge them to it, and we impose upon none. Our Presbytery 
received a letter from Mr. Carstairs, anent the collection in 
the Cannongate. It is not for want of inclination to contri- 
bute what we can to such charitable uses that we have made 
noe return ; but the truth is, the strut of thb part of the 
country is soe great, throu the dearth of the victuall, that 
our collections are very &rr from mentaining our poor, and 
people will give nothing to their collections, and are in such 
a pett with collections for Bridges, Tolbooths, &c. that when 
any collection is intimate, they are sure to give lease that 
day then their ordinar}'. It is very hard for us to get any 
thing for Mr. M'Craken or Caesar; as for your Society for 
propagation of knowledge, we are dealing among our people 
and gentry but to little ' purpose, and you need expect but 
very litle, I suspect, from most of our congregations. The 
puUick spirit and zeal for any good desinges is much away 
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from the geDerality here. I wish and hope it may be other- 
vise in other places of this nation. I am very glad to hear 
that you are chosen Secretary unto the Society, and if in any 
thing I can be serviceable to you, I am perswaded you vill 
not doubt of my readiness. Since I saw you, I have fallen 
upon, throu Mr. Weily of Hamilton's kind assistance, two 
folio MSS. of our Acts of Assembly: the one contains the Acts 
of the Assembly 1638, of which I have seen several! copyes : 
the other is miserably abused, but contains the Acts of th« 
Assembly 164S, 3, 4, 5, find 6, but wants severall leaves. It 
has the Roll of the Members before evry Assembly, and in 
one place is corrected, and a reference made to another place, 
and subscribed A. Ker, which made me suspect at first vea 
it might be ane ori^nal, but the hands are soe different in 
it, and some other things, keep me irom thinking soe. I 
have not yet had tyme to peruse it, but I hope to be then 
better in ease to accompt for it. Let me know if you have 
or have seen any copyes in MSS. for tfair years. I should 
be glad to know if Mr. Semple has procured the two MSS. 
of the old acta that he fell on at London, with all your dis- 
coverys since I saw you. Ther are some things in the E. of 
Cromartys MSS. acts that I would willingly have transcribed 
for me, as I was acquainting you at our last meeting. I fear 
I shall scarce be in ease now when I am not by the copy, 
with that distinctness I would, to shew what I would have, 
copied.* The Earless accompt and historicall preface to it, 
as conteaning some hints very considerable, tho' likwyse some 
mistakes, at fiill lenth, and you know there are 4 or 5 sheets 
bound up at the end of the acts, which I take to be a. part 
of a lai^r Record then we have yet seen.

This 
is certainly noe originall, as I hope the other volume is, but 
a copy. I have seen three or four copyes of the proceeding 
of this Assembly, and all the speeches of the members, with 
not a feu of the Earl of Allies, who was not a member, as 
noe doubt you know, but came with the Marquis of Hamil- 
toon, and was named by him to be one of the Privy confer- 
ence, which the Assembly would not goe into, as that they 
tho't was a pnelimiting of them, but was, throu some pains, 
gwned by the Covenanters, and desired to stay still, for ad- 
vise as a Privy CoonBeloar, after the commisnoners leaving 
them. This copy of yours conteans all the speaches at great 
lenth. I heard a tradition that some persons that wer ex- 
act in the short hand, by the connivance of some of the lead- 
ing members, gote up to the vices of the High Church, and 
wrote all that was spoke at this Assembly, and I &ncy thir 
collections are the fruite of their pains. Mr. Craufiird, in 
his history, has insert tiiis collection almost verbatim. 

The other volume contains the Assemblys 164^1646. 
It is miserably torn, and the most considerable blanks, after 
I have, with all the care I could, put its scattered parts 
in order, are Assembly 1643 from p. 40-55, and the Assembly 
1646 is perfectly abused, frtim Session 3-7 is a missing, 
and some leaves session 10, and frwm sesnon 11 to the close^ 
viz. 18 session is lost I recon tliis losse the greater, in that 
I think I have ground to think that this very volume is the 
original] copy, and perbapps the only one of the church's 
register for Uiose yeirs. That I may communicate what occur- 
red to me in looking it over fully, that yoo may make a fiill 
judgement of it, I shall set down the matter on both sides, 
and first r^resent what 1 recoUect tliat rtused some scruples 
2 iA 
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to ne, if this ver a copy or origiaaU, and then what I fbond, 
that determined me to think it is the Roister of thoee yean. 

Upon the one hand, I flod noe accompt of the calling of 
the Rolls, Prayers, nor reading minutes. Farther, I find 
none of thir Assemblys subscribed, either hj the moderator 
or clerk, — and in the Assembly 164S, the draught of the 
league and covenant, I find closed with " sic Bubacribitur, 
A. Ker," in the hand of the rest of the R^;ister. Likewise, 
in some tea places, I had blanks only of places, as mimster 
at ... . and of dates, to endure to Uie .... day of ... . 
These wer what I observed that did any thing shake my 
opinion of this volume^ bdng ane originall record. I believe 
answers mi^t be framed to each of them, and they did not 
altOT my tho''t0 of this volume being the Church recMd, 
which num upon these grounds. 

J find the rolls at full length before each Assembly with 
Uanks for the absents. There are sometimes such minute 
things recorded, as noe body would be at the puns to trans- 
scribe in a c<^y, and indeed rather look like minutes than a 
record. The adding for instance a member to a committy, and 
the altering another&om one committy to another. Theprint- 
ed acts, and this MS., in what of it is printed, jump to a word 
even in some seemingly needless circumstances, and in blanks; 
and the unprinted acts at the end of the printed acts aggree 
in their order, with this MS,, only they want several things 
that are here. They seem as it were to be just a copy of the 
margins of this MS., thir are but cumulative evidences. 
The things I lay most itresse on are, Ist, I find in several] 
places corrections and additions by another hand upon the 
margine, and subscribed A. Ker, ad longum, and that five or 
six times. Sdly, The write and the maigines are most exact, 
and wher ther is any escape, its corrected and subsnibed by 
the clerk on the mai^e. Sdly, Anno 1642, I find the Na- 
tional Covenant and the bond, ad longum, ordered to be in- 
sert in the Registers of the Church, with the copy of the 
Noblemen, the Members of the Covenant of Estates, that 
subscribed it, with the Assembly 1639, thdr explication, and 
accordingly it follows in this copy with all their names. And 
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Boe in this same Amemblj ther is a letter comes from the Kiog 
viA the gift of the five hundred pounds for the publick charge 
of the Church, and with it a copy of the signature for this, 
and the king in his letter crares that his ngnature may be 
insert in the Church Registers, ad fittttrom ret memoriam, 
and accordb^y it folloves here : and vhich comes in upon 
this aigument, the league and couenant is insert here in 
its first dran^t, as it came from the committy of this A^ 
sembly 1643, with a nota on the mai^e that ther was some 
alterations afterwards made in this draught, which were 
agreed to by the commission, and printed and ratified by the 
Assembly 1645, in the roister of which its again insert, ad 
longum. In the AssemUy 1644, the Assembly for want of 
time refers the answering of the letter of the Divines in Eng- 
land and Holland to the commission for public affiurs, and 
ordeana the clerk to insert the answers when drawn up in the 
Roisters of this Assembly, and accordingly they ftdlow in 
this MS. Assembly 1646, the Directory for Government is 
insert at lai^e in this MS. and yet the printed acts of this 
year say it is not insert in them becaus in print already, wMeh 
plunly shews this MS. to be noe private copy, for noe body 
would be at the pains to transcribe the things that wer in 
every bodys hand in print. And upon this copy of the 
Directory ther ar some marginall notes of articles to be ctm- 
mdered by the commission. Lastly, in (lie Assembly 1643, 
seas. 8, 1 find the Presbitry of Aucherardonr are staged be- 
fore the Aetsembly for ther not reading the commisdons warn- 
ing, and all but two or three are suspended or deposed, and 
the names of their commissioners to this Assembly ordered 
to be ra^ed out of the rolls, and accordingly ia the rolls be- 
fore this Assembly, the commissioners from that Presbytery 
are crossed out, and a marginall note in the hand that sub- 
scribed A. Ker is added, " ^tpointed to be delated by the As- 
sembly." 

These things wmgfa with me to conclude that this very 
copy is the original roister of these Assemblys, and I lay 
them before yon, who is a more competent judge than I can 
pretend to be (^ these things. I once designed to have sett 

8 A a 
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doun Bome gingularitya I observed in the disciplme aoA act- 
ings of ther Asaemblys, but I am persuaded I hare already 
outwearyed you with this scribble. 

If I had any sure band I would hare returned you this 
MS. with this, but I shall deferr this till we meet, (if the 
Lord will), at the inseoing Synod. It wer worth while to 
cause take asunder the loose volume and bind it up carefolly 
with clean paper id the wants, for ita a pity such a valuable 
remain should be thus all in tatters. I shall be very glade 
to have yonr judgement of thlr things by the poet to Glas- 
gow, with all your neuse.

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LETTER^LORD ORAItOE TO THE RBT. ROBERT WODSOW, 

RELATIVE TO MR. JOHN DAVIDSON,' IStb April 1785. 

Sin, — So lopg ae Mr. Warner was here, I could not get 
time to read tfarongh jour MS. concemiog Mr. Daviiaoa, 
Thich you did me die brour to send me by him ; and since 
he vent away, no occanon of returning it to yoa has offered, 
except the conunon post, vhich I was afraid to trust it by. 
Pardon me to observe, that some few old Scots words, that 
are not at all us'd (even in Scotland) in writing, have una- 
ware Arap'd from you, such as [thir] instead of [these.] 
Since I mention what regards language, aUow roe aliso to 
observe, that certun abreviations are now eometimee used 
by you, and others of our Ministers, in syllabication, which 
J doubt if there be good English precedent for, which yet 
must be our rule and standard in such cases. Of this sort, 
I take to be the leaving out [ugh] in [bronght, thon^t,&c.] 
Vid writing tbem [bro't, tho't], and writing in prose, (I know 
it is done in verse,) [twixt Soi betwixt.] 

The church walls you mention Mr. Davidson saii should 
stand, do indeed still stand at fiill height; but that they are 
oveigrown, is a misinformation, for they just stand as old 
walls, and there is no earth or rubisfa upon them, nor no 
weeds, except perhaps a few wall flowers or the like, that are 
ordinarly found on such places. Some years ago, I believe, 
there were Finkertouns in Preston pans, but now there are 
n<nie. Their small heritage came to a daughter, who is 
marry'd to one Ramsay, Schoolmaster and Frecenter at Li- 
bertoun. That Mr. Ker's parents liv'd in Frestonpans, I re- 
member not to have heard before : and I doubt he was not

telling what part Mr. DaridsoB, Pinkertoun, and others, had 
in bailding it The inscription is now obliterated hy length 
ot time, but I hare heard it repeated, and can, I suppose, get 
a copy of it. The passage of the Gentleman struck down 
with thunder is constantly told in that parish, and they 
eay he was a brother of Hamilton of Preston. I hare beard 
some say that he was drinking with some company, and went 
to the door to make water when killed. I beliere the house 
is now mine, and nothing of it standing but a little hit. Mr. 
Daridson lyes buried in the church yard of that parish, and 
all the ministers who hare since dyed there, are bury'd in that 
grave. There is a stone over it, whereon is cut when Mr. 
Davidson and the rest of them dy''d, and though Mr. Ker dy'd 
not, nor isboty'd there, yet if I right remember, the time of his 
ministry in that parish b mentioned in that inscription. Fll 
send you a copy of it I suppose Salt Preston (for that is 
slill liie name of the pariah as it was formerly), was a part of 
the parish of Tranent, and so &r as I know, Mr. Daridson 
was the first minuter of it I have somewhere read, but re- 
member not where, an account of his latter will, whereby the 
Eatkins in Edinbui^h, and some others, were appointed hb 
executors, and to sell hb books, and even his old cloaths, for 
making money to carry on his designs for the behoof of hb 
parish. I hare also heard or read, that the place of hb ori- 
ginal was Dnmfermline, where he had some little estate or 
effects, but I hare forgot where I read it. Beside the church 
he also built the manse, and it is still a good one, and also a 
lai^e good house for a school-house, and a dwelling to the 
school-master. He allso mortify^ ^1400 Scots to be afund 
for a salary to the schoolmaster, the annualreut then at 10 
per cent, which, with the cheapness of those days beyond ours, 
made it pretty good. Thb sunune is still mortify'd on the 
Barony of Preston, now mine, and I pay the annualrent 
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yearly to the Schoolmaater. He 'gave the preeentation of 
one to this salkry, unto the Laird, and minieter of Preston 
for the time, the minister of Traneot, Pencaitland, and 
Dirletoun, the Principalfl of the Colledge of Edinbni^, and 
nev Colledge of St. Andrews, and ordainM none to be pr^ 
sented, but who trould teach Latin, Greek, and Hebrew. It 
was always a most flourishing Latin School till about 16 or 
18 years ago. Seventy pounds Scots, Ae present aiuualrent 
of ^1400 Scots, is too mean for one to teach all these three 
languages : and the heritors seem not inclined to give him 
the ordinary allowance out of their estates, since by tliia mor- 
tification they say he is provided. 

Mr, Uavidson also left to the Minister tno acres of land 
he bought in the parish for bettering the stipend, all these are 
still enjoyed by the parish . After his death the kirk was en- 
larged in Mr. Ker''s time, the parish it seems encreased, and 
the walls yet staniling of that which at first was designed for 
the church would not have contained almost ^ of the present 
parish, and appear to be too strait to admit of a sufficient en- 
la^ement. Oftheseandsome other particulars that may contri- 
bute to clear some circumstances concerning Mr. Davidson, 
I hope to be able to give you a better account when you 
come to the Assembly. In the mean time I'll send you the 
MS. if I can get a good occasion. My keeping it so long 
minded me of a suspicion which fell into the head of my old 
friend the late Mr. Fletcher of Salltoun, when I happened 
to keip longer than he expected a MS. of hie own compos- 
ing, which he lent me to read. He immagin'd that I was 
copying it, but was mistaken, for I allways reckoned it both 
uncivil and unjust to do so, without the antjior's express 
leave, who lent it, and I hope by and by to see this of yours 
with others of the same sort in print I beg to know the 
simame which Mr. Davidson said would be cast out of Ms 
parish. I humbly think it exceeding usefiill to notice Bishop 
SpotiBwood's unfair accounts, where it properly fiiUs in to do 
it That book b^ng in the hands of so many at home and 
abroad, and being bo uniur, needs an antidote, for it does 
much hurt to our church. It would tend to clear the springs 
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of action, and the Aeagaa carryM od by King James VI, 
(who lay'd the foundation of High Church wherewith we 
hare ever since been plagued), to support the hint given 
from Mr. Davidson's diary of that king's knowledge and a^ 
robalion of the popish tra/icking, and the general biass he 
shewed to the Popish Earls, which as you justly say Spotis- 
wood paliats, so fdl the gang do at this day, and nothing it 
would appear can better vindicate the behaviour of David- 
son, and other honest men of those days, than to clear up 
such things in spite of all the ptuns which Jacobites and H^^h 
flyers take to conceall and disguiHe them. I hope the col- 
lection which Mr. James Anderson is printing about Queen 
Mary will do good service of the same kind. You say that 
in the appendix you will add, (if needfiill), Mr. Davidson's 
letter to that Assembly, before which were brought the se- 
cretary's question about discipline and government I hope 
you will think it needfiil to add it. 
' As to the account you mention lately printed of Mr. Feden,* 
periiaps you will remember that some months ago, I wrote 
to you how very willAill some people were who having pick'd 
up some things, and being endur'd with small sufficiency, 
would publish them. The author of that piece was in my 
view. A great deall of pfuns were taken to diswade him 
from printing it, at least till it should be revis'd by men of 
sound judgement, but all was invun, and he would not stop 
one day. I have talk'd about it with some, who were per- 
sonally acquaJDt'd with Mr. Feden, and were often in his 
company, and from whom I have heard severaU very uncom- 
mon things about him. They say the author is mistaken as 
to several circumstances, bat as to the mun, in all the pasfr- 
ages, or most (^ them, whereof they had particular knowledge, 
(and were eye and ear witnesses of diverse), they say he 
tells the truth. But misrang of circumstances, and a wrong 
way of narrating in matt^i so delicate, givw them a very 
different form and appearance.

LBTTER.— THE REV. VU. CARLYLEf TO LORD ORAKOE, CON- 
TAINIHO PARTICULARS RELATIVE TO HR.> JOHN DAVIDSON. 
H>j B, I7SS. 

My Loan, — I should hare wiuted of your Lordship on 
Thursday aftemo<m, but hearing that yon were dining with 
the Commiwioner, I could not have the opportunity. 

Please receive enclosed the inscription on the Minister's 
Tomb ; I doubt not but it is sufficiently voached from the 
Sesuon records ; but several of these not being in our hands, 
I could not examine it. 

The name of James Pinkertoun continaed for four genoa- 
tions, according to Mr. Davidson's prediction, the ^ird of 
them being at sea, and there happening a very great storm, 
in which the ship was lost, sud to this John Bartleman, who is 
still alive, and was with him in that ship, that if all the rest 
wes lost, he was sure he would be saved ; and being aak'd 
what was the ground of his assurance, answered, that he de- 
pended upon Mr. Davidson's prophesy that their should be 
four James Pinkertouns, and he being only the tiiird, and 
unmarried, if he were lost, that coold not be accomplished ;

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and, accordingly, when they were in eminent danger, and no 
hopes left, there came a boat unexpectedly, which saved him, 
and all that were in the ship. 

'Tis not certainly known here who were Mr. Ker's parents, 
and whether he belongM to this Paiiah or not; but fae died 
minister of this place : his son, Mr. Bobert, succeeded bint, 
and wes transported to Haddingtoun. 

The gentleman killed in thunder is said to have been a 
bastard brother of the Hanultons of Preetoun, and that he is 
killed before the door of his own honse, whitdi is that which 
is ^ow called Shadowayes, upon the shore, in the east end 
of Prestonpans : whether he was drinking with company is 
not known. 

Salt-Preston was a part of Tranent Parish, but by whose 
means, or when it was made a dbtinct Parish, is not so cer- 
tunly known, but 'tis thought to have been by Mr. David- 
son's means, who wee the first minister tiiere, and was settled, 
as the inscription bears, 1595, which appears from one of the 
old books, where, in a blank leaf that is writ with his own 
hand, Mr. Davidson convened the Parish for publick worship 
in a large room that stood upon the shore, where Stephen 
Jolly lives, eastward of John Mathie's, till the church was 
built 

'Tie not known here what countreyman Mr. Davidson wes, 
nor whither he ordered the selling of his books and cloaths 
for pious uses. 

When the Kirk wes enlarged in Mr. John KeFs time, 
which was finished August 1635, it does not appear that it 
wes by the Heritors in the way of Law, for the Session take 
the whole ordering and dispensing of the seats, as the ab- 
stract in my hands doth bear ; but whither it was done by a 
voluntary contribution or otherways, I know not 

The inscription above the north door was as follows : — 

Sedem dedit Prestonas. 
.£dificavit Davidsonus. 
Texit Williamsonus. 
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And yet the common tradition is, that one of the Pinker- 
touns gave the ground on which the church va§ built, 
which was the occasion of Mr. Davidson's prediction, that 
there should be four of that name. 

This is all the answer I can get to your Lordship's qoeries 
at this time ; if any other thing cast up, I shall acquiunt your 
Lordship. I beg pardon for the confusion of this. My wife 
has been ill since Thursday nigfat, and she contdDues very 
bad. I doubt nothing of your Lordship's sympathy. I am, 
with the utmost respect to your Lady and fiimily.

at both the last Parlamentes, I, vith the assistance of cer- 
taine honest Scottes men here at Court, throw great moyen 
stayed. But no meane wilbe able to withstand the enemies 
longer, rnles they be brought vnder lawful sofueties, as ar 
Tsual amongst all trades men, which is impossible to be per- 
formed here, except an ordour be lirst begunne in Scotland, 
for such multitudes ar yearlie transported hither of dehoehed 
persons, with honest mens children, that the weedes sui^iasse 
the good heibes, wherof I hare ott humUie informed your 
Migestie, as also the Priuie Counsel and the Burrowes of 
Scotland ; and now the honest mercbantes here ar, by bumble 
supplicatioun, to implore the Priuie Counsel of Scotland's 
help, otbenrayes it is not possible that honest myndes can 
abyde to sie the sbame of tfaer countriemen, and to suffer for 
the same, which also the cheef nobilitie of this kingdome do 
r^ate, for the great regard they haue of your sacred M»- 
jestie, and the singnlair &rour they cane to your Majesties 
wel disposed subjectes. 

As to snie couteour here, who ether seeketh to be a coo- 
servatour ouer them, or otherwayes troubleth them, there 
hath bene none mnce Captane Youngee tyme, tudf yeares 
ago, except that Bobert Ouninghame, latelie alleadged an 
honest man, Thomas Forbes, to haue bene dead iu Scotland, 
and sought injustlie his herit^e from the King, which snte 
his Majestic, being wrong informed, granted ; but now the 
man him Belue is here aliue, to pleade his owne cause, and 
how Boone Cuninghame commeth to Court, (now he is in 
Prussia,) the King will take order with him for abasing of 
his clemencie. 

Neither bade Gilbert Wilsone anie just cause to mdest 
your Majeetie, nor hade he anie commissioun from his 
countriemen, onlie to boaste of his credit with your Majestie, 
(as his lettres sent hither can testilie,) he would attempt som 
thing to make him famous. But if he hade bene as wise as 
be was curious, be sould haue bene here at the late parla- 
ment, when the Palatin of Siradia inreyed against all the 
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Scottea traficquers here, at the histigation of this Wilson's 
wyfe^ who complened that hir housbond hade left her and 
hir fomilie, and was returned to Scotland, with the meet parte 
of ther goodes. By which occasioun, Robert Cuninghame 
boasted to put in pmctjse an old statute here, that everie 
stranger who hade conquised riches here, leaving the king- 
dome, sfaal leave the croune the third of his goodes, which 
shal not be fmetiaei as long as it shal please your Majestie 
to employ my semice here, as it hath never bene practised 
vpoirae anie of your Majesties subjectes. 

And that my earnest good will to dischai^ my due ser- 
aice, may appeare towardes all your Majeetie's sulgects, I 
humblte crawe license, (as I did at Wansted a year agoe,) to 
returns home this winter, (leaving a substitute in my place,) 
to sollicite that the good deseignes long since intented may 
be ones put in practise, otherwayes, here is no hope of con- 
tinnance of honest trade. 

Al your Miyesties subjects here most humblie thanke your 
M^cstie tor your royal grace and demencie towardes them, 
and praye continuallie for your Miyestie's long and happie 
reigne ; and I roost humblie kisae your M^estie's haodes.

Ane Lovell of Cunuchie bein^ vaasall to the stud Bishop- 
prick, the late Arch Bi^op, wpon die accompt of some few 
deuties resting to him, did gif to fais ovn behoue the esdtelt 
of Lovell of Cunuchie, in prejudice of his numerous fiunilie, 
and many creditores. One Haxton of Rathillet being ane of 
dies creditores, and at that tyme afavorit of the Arch BiBhi^''s, 
prerailee with him wpon hb ^rung bond to the Bishop for 
1000 lib. Scots, or therby, to assigne the ^ in his &rores. 
Therefter, the Arch Bishop conceireing pngudice agunrt 
him, registrats Hazton's bond, surpryseB him at St Andrews, 
having called for him, takes him with a caption, and keipe 
him prisoner in St Andrews for several! moneths, untill one 
Mr. Falconer, a confbrme minister, obtaines his libertie. Bot 
Haxton haveing stronge resentments of his imprisonment 
then of the libertie to which he was restored, at his liberation, 

to proenra the execution of > Pols of tb* nune of Stercoriui, wbo had written 
* bitter pB«qail on (be Scotirii naliod. Tbs canw oT tb« batrad oT Stsrorioa wh 
natural enough, — he came Is Scotland a •ttanger, vbore, in place of being 
treated kindlj, be wu ridiculed and maltreated, becann he appeared In tba 
Poliib coatume. HIa •tay, b> may be tuppoied, ma ihort enough, and boilii^ 
witb rage, upon aetting bia Toot on bb natiie ground, be pnbliibed tba aatire Id 
quaatlon. See the Introductory Notice to the third ((dume of Sootiah I^oiU. 
Edln. 1826. Gordon ma aucceaarul In bia nodertaking, tba unfortonale man

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in presenM of witnesses, vowed and swore, God dame him if 
evw he went to church as long as ^er wes a Bishop in Scot- 
land, and that if he lived, he should be revenged on the 
Bishop's persone. 

This Haxton was a vyll person, had nothing of good in 
him, and wes Scarce admittit to the aocietie of sober men : he 
wes not orij once a &vorit, but servant of the Bishop, hftve- 
ing collected pairt of his rents. However, now the Arch 
Bishop, who was enimy to any thing that had interest in 
Haxton, comaods Capt^ Carstaires, Garret, and one Scarlet 
a tinkler, to prebend Jo. Balfour of Kinloche, brother in haw 
to the sud Haxton, (no presbiterian, tho ane enimy to the 
Bishop, wpon the iiyurie done to Haxton,) who resisted the 
8^ Carstaires, and wounded some of them, and therwpon 
wes cited befbr the councell, (tho Carstaires bad no warrant 
to aprehend him, only to gratifie the Bishop,) where not 
dareing to appeare, he is denunced and intercomoned, and 
made a stranger to his own house for 2 yeares. Quherwith 
and with the robbing and spoiling committed by bculie Car- 
michell, the secret counsell's sbireff^epute in Fyfe, the 
sud Haxtoun and Balfour being inraged ; and inflamed with 
the desyre of revenge wpon the Arch Bishop, they did, wpon 
the third of May instant, with 8 or 9 other ruffians, (thrie 
of them called, as they say, Balfours,) wait his retnme from 
Edlnbuigb to St. Andrews, and ther, neir a house called 
Magus, in ane open moore, and within S myles or therby of 
St. Andrews, they perseu him : the coatchman and postilian 
pcrceireing, advertise him, and dryvee with all ther might 
to escape, bo that for neir thrie quarters of a myle, they 
could not overtake them : at last BaUbur and Haxtoun being 
better mounted then the rest, Balfour comes up with the posti- 
lion, comands him to stop, and he refuising, strickes him over 
the fiice with his sword, dismounts him, and disorders the 
coatch horses: Haxtoun comes to the coatch, and fyres 
several! pistolee at the Bishop, bot none of them, tho they 
hitt his body, did peirce him : they peirced through hb 
clothes, hot left only blunt markes wpon his body, somewhat 
lyk to burning. Quherwpon Haxton drages him out of his 
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coatch, Btrickes him over the left ey vitfa a deep wound, who 
thervpon foil, and gave him Bsvenll other mortall itroakeB 
irpon hia head, cutes ta hit armrs, riflea his pocketa and bii 
doughters, (who wes in coatdi with him,) of ther gtdd 
vatchea and paper*, diaarmee hia servantB, without hurting 
any except the poatilion, who wea woonded at fint, and that 
hia doughter received a wound in her thumb, grufung to 
save her father, and then fled wltogetiieir. 

Thia ie the accompt both of the peraones, the occaaion of 
their wicked act, and the circnmatancea of the act itaelfe, which 
IB discovered and made known by the examination of the 
Biahop'a own aerruitB upon oath, and a asrrant of the house 
neir the place wher the &ct wea dime, quho* Haxtoun and 
BaUbnr left their coata befbr they attacked the Bishop, and 
after it wea done cam and brought them away. 

The Biahop^s servants depone, that a man moanted on a 
bay horse strok the poetilian and turned the coatch, and diat 
he mounted on the whyt, draged the Biahop out of the coatch 
and killed him with his aword. 

And the servant in the house depones, that it w«s John 
Balfour of Einloche wea mounted on the bay, and Hazton 
on the whyt That thea two persona had a peraonall spjrt 
and hatred against the Bishop for the causes befor, all Icnow, 
and the recoida witnesa that the bullets did not peirce liis 
body wee sein by the diimrgeon, Wm. Bwthwick, who wea 
sent by the Counsel! to view his body.

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Our Commuflionen hes bein kyndly receaved be the King and 
Qaene, and at first they war lodged in the Common Garrdine, 
and noT they ta at London Stor in Lambert Streitt, and very 
match respectit be the parliament and all good contriemeq. 
Ther treattie with the English goes wery weUl. The 8 arti- 
cles which is all we demand, his Muestie and the treitten hes 
granted the first, which is to fattfie and approve and publish 
in his M^esties nam, the acts of our leat parliament, and lyk- 
wayes all the acts that sail be concluded vpon for your cessa- 
tion or ending of our parliament, and will send ane Commis- 
sioner for that effect. The second is concerning the castells, — 
his Maieetie hes condishendit that neither Goremour nor 
Gariwnes sail be put in them bat be the advyse of the Estaits 
of Scotland. The third concerning the oath that is takine 
off our contriemen in England and Irlond, the king hes con- 
dishendit that ther sail be noe oathes takine off ony Scotsman 
bott those that maks th^ recedence in England and Irland, 
and they moot giue the oath of that kingdoms they duall in. 
For the other fyre they ar busrie about them, hot our last 
letters shew ws that as yeet they had no &rder proceidit, 
bot I hope tyme sail gnint them, yea even the last which is 
concerning aue soum of moneys to defry our debts. Our 
Ministers, Mr. Hobert Blur and Mr. Robert Bailzie did 
preach in the common church in London, which is in Lam- 
bert Streitt. We ar geetting in the by run cesses which was 
ogbtand ws, precetding the 16th af October, and ther is com- 
ing from the parliament of England to ws the 51,000 lb. star- 
ling, which is for the 2, monthes. Ther is !iO,000 lib. of it 
on the way wery near ws, and the rest following. Ther is 
ime new cessatioun to the 16 of Januar 1641, and th8tS5,500 
lib. will presently follow. So this is all for the present con- 
cerns our owne Efoires, bot be appeirance till the parliament 
of England end, our Commissioners will not geet content, 
nor wee stur that are heir. The business goes very veil! on 
as yeet. The deputie is thoght to suffer this weik that comes. 
Sir Williame Batclieff, his great minioune, is newly com fivm 
Irland, is taken and put in prison, Secretari Windibankes 
is fled and cannot be found. My Lord Cottingtoune and
